eral in the Egyptian Army; @ great bene

was given to him in Scotland, and a sword 
of honor was presented to him. 

A year later all England waited anx- 
fously to learn whether the wound sus- 
tained by *“ Fighting Mac’’ tn South Africa 
Was mortal or not, and great was the sat- 
isfaction when it was known that his in- 
jury, though serious, was not dangerous. 
The circumstances of his death in Paris will 
seem a pitiful commentary on the congratu- 
lations that he received on his recovery. 

Macdonald was a self-made man. Born 
in Rossshire just fifty years ago, the son 
ef a poor crofter, but with the splendid 
Highiand blood in his veins, he began his 
career as a draper's apprentice. He walked 
into Glasgow barefooted, and his only capi- 
tal was his determination. The employment 
he obtained did not suit him at all. He 
spent more of his time watching the sol- 
diers at the barracks than doing the cr- 
rands of his master. One day he was toid 
to do sume cutting up, and his employer, 


coming in some time after to inspect the 
work, was ill pleased with it. 

‘Have you cut it with a spade?” he 
asked ironicaily. 

‘No,” replied the quick-witted boy, “I 
did it with a shovel,”’ and then, bolting out 
of the door, he ran all the way to the bar- 
racks. This was probably the only time 
that an antagonist ever saw Hector Mac- 
denald retreat in dovble-quick time. 

He was then only sixteen years old, but 


already of fine stature and broad of chest. 
He was a typical Highlander. His face was 
square, of hard outlines, and with straight, 
itearless eyes. One of his countrymen said 
oft him: 

** Macdonald's face, it strikes you, could 
in a tense moment, when the march was 
on, or the battle going, become a perfectly 
cut square, a challenge to every side, hard, 
almost relentless. The cheekbones are 
prominent at the base as well as at the 
lop; they suggest the strenuous, deter- 
mined, indomitable man. You think of the 
tramp of armed men, who have no sort of 
idea of turning back.”’

He was a good sol- 


dier trom the beginning. He had the ca- 
sacity for taking infinite pains. Bennet 
3urleig “h said he had that touch of genius 


which “differentiates the great soldier from 
the good one. During the seven years that 
he served as a private he learned what dis- 
cipline meant. That he never forgot this 


lesson was one of the reasons for his suc- 
cess. 

In 1878 he had become a color Sergeant, 
but his great opportunity came Jn the 
Afghan war of isi, from which he 
emerged as a Second Lieutenant in his own 
regiment. Lord Koberts twice mentioned 
him in dispatches for nis ** coolness, judg- 
ment, and gallantry."" The first occasion 
was the taking with the bayonet of a 
strong Afghan position by a_ small force 
under Macdonald's command. He took | 
part in the battle of Charasia, in the en- 
gagement around Kabul, and in the Maidan 
expedition. For his part in the march on | 
Kandahar and the battle under the walls 
of that town, he got the medal with the 
three clasps and the bronze decoration. 

Returning from India in 1881, the Gordon 


Highlanders were stopped at C ape Town to 
help suppress what was then called the re- 
volt of the Transvaal. Macdonald was with 
the detachment that Gen. Colley took up 
Majuba Hill, and here he suffe red the hu- 
miliating experience of being taken prisoner 


by the Boers. The Duke of Atholl, at the 
dinner given in Macdonald's honor, re- 
ferred to this incident: 

*Macdonald,.” he said, ‘“‘had put up a 
desperate fight against Pai taken. Being 
finally disarmed, one of the Boers thought 


the sporran of Lieut. Macdonald, as he then 
was, would be a pretty piece of loot, but 
he received a kick in the stomach, which 
convinced him that his cpponent came 
from a land where football was not un- 
known. Another Boer was about to shoot 
the gallant Highlander: but the first, gen- 
erously forgiving the kick, struck up his 
companion’s rifle, saving: ‘No, he is a 
brave man—too good to kill.’ ”’ 

So he was taken prisoner, and he never 
forgot the experience, for which he was 
destined to be revenged. 

During the next two years he served in 
the armed police of Egypt. Then he was 
promoted to be Commander of the Eleventh 
Soudanese Battalion, and fought at Suakiim 
and Gemaizah. 

During this campaign his regiment had 
long marches to make, and Macdonald 
found that the men were becoming mu- 
tinous. ‘‘ Wait till the next fight,’’ he heard 
one of the dusk Soudanese say, ‘‘and I 
Will kill this slavedriver of a Colonel.” 

Macdonaid, who had learned Arabic so 
well that it almost gave an accent to his 
English, called the men out of the ranks. 
Facing them, he cried: “Now you are the 
men who are going to shoot me in the next 
fight. Why wait so long? Why not do it 
now? Here I am, shoot me—if you dare!”

To meet it he turned his front 
through a complete half circle, facing suc- 
cessively south, west, and north. Every 
tactician in the army was delirious in his 
praise; the ignorant correspondent was 
content to watch the man and his blacks. 

*** Cool as on parade,’ is an old phrase 
Macdonald Bey was very much cooler. Be- 
neath the strong, square-hewn face you 
could tell that the brain was working as if 
packel in ice. He sat solid on his horse, 
and bent his black brows toward the green 
fiag and the Remingtons.

Strange Incidents Connected with 
Buffalo Automobile Tragedy. 


Burdick Inquest Leads Authorities to 
Act—Peculiar Actions of Lawyer and 
Wife During Fatal Ride—Mrs. 
Hull to be Questioned. 











BUFFALO, N. Y., March 25.—Since -be 
rame of Arthur R. Pennell became so 
prominent in the Burdick inquest the 4au- 
thorities have been accumulating evidence 
vearing upon the death of Pennell! and his 
wife resulting from the plunge of their au- 
tomobile from Kensington Avenue imto 
Gehre’s quarry. It is Hkely that an in- 
quest into the death of the Pennells will 
follow the Burdick inquest, 

In tracing the movements of the Pen- 
neils on the evening of their fatal trip, 
which began at 4:45 P. M. on Tuesdry. 
March 10, and ended at 5:55 P. M. in the 
fatal plunge. the police have learned much 


During the hour and ten minutes of that 
drive four interesting incidents that seem 
to be well substantiated took place. A 
fifth incident, the alleged act of ‘Irs. Pot- 
nell in emptying a small flask of whisky 
and throwing the bottle away, seems to 
have the shadow of a doubt cast upon it, 
although Jacob Geiger, a laborer, who says 
he witnessed the incident, positively avers 
it is so. 

The first incident is the riding of the

This happened two or three minutes be- 
fore the automobile took its tragic plungs 
It was on Kensington Avenue, just west 
of Grider Street, about a quarter of a mile 
from the scene of the tragedy. Three per- 
sons living in a house nearby saw the inci- 
dent. They are a man, his wife, and his 
wife’s mother. Their story is substantially 
as follows: 

‘It was about 5:45 when we first saw the 
automobile on Kensington Avenue. It was 
just creeping along. The man and woman 
seemed to be conversing quietly and in- 
tently. Because of the unusual spectacle— 
loitering in a drenching rain—we watched 
them. At a point 400 feet from Grider 
Street we were surprised to see the top of 
the automobile lowered. There was noth- 
ing over their heads then, and the rain was 
coming down in torrents. it was comment- 
ed upon at the time that the woman's 
white-crowned hat would be ruined. They 
were in sight from five to ten minutes. 
The machine then started off in the direc- 
tion of Gehre’s stone quarry. They could 
reach there going at fair speed in a min- 
ute or two from the time they were last 
seen.”

BURDICK’ S STORY OF TROUBLE. 


Confided to Friend in Indianapolis That 
Pennell Had Wrecked His Life— 
Protested Innocence. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 25.—E. L. Bur- 
dick, the murdered Buffalo man, confided 
his troubles to Herbert H. Rice, a business 
man in this’ city, only a few weeks before 
Mr. Burdick’s death. 

Burdick Rice were personal friends 
made frequent trips 
His last visit was on Jan. 
he called on Rice. He appeared 
and he took the opportunity to 
unbosom himself to his friend. 

‘He led me to a quiet corner in the 
factory,”’ said Mr. Rice, ‘‘and began tell- 
ing his troubles, prefacing his remarks by 
saying that he did not know why he should 
tell them to me, but I was far from 
Buffalo that it would be all right. He 
talked of his wife and Pennell's attentions 
to her. He said Pennell and his wife went 
to Buffalo and were taken into society, and 
that the acquaintance of his wife and him- 
self with the Pennells ripened into 
friendship. The families were together a 
great deal; they played golf, attended 
dances, and parties, and the Pennells had 
the freedom of the Burdick home,

‘ Burdick did not know that he was being 
watched by the detectives, He told me 
that he was in a state of distraction and 
that he sought the society of his frienfis for 
“relief from his state of depression, -He 
said that he had taken highly respectable 
women riding in his automobile and had 
stopped at respectable eating places; that 
he had met his friends on the street and 
had treated them to soda and candy, and 
that he had played golf and attended social 
functions.

They then endeavored to get him 
to withdraw his suit for divorce, threaten- 
ing to use such evidence as would tend to 
besmirch the character of several respect- 
able persons. Mr, Burdick said that this 
Vidence was all untrue. He told me that 
he conducted himgelf with propriety, and 
had done nothing that would reflect upon 
iis moral character.

Burdick was heartbrok- 
en and completely crushed. Tears stood in 
his eyes as he told me of his troubles.” 

Mr. Rice said he asked Burdick why he 
did not kill the man who had wrecked his 
lite. and Burdick replied that such a thing 
could not be thought of, on account of the 
children. Mr. Rice has written District At- 
torney Coatsworth at BufKalo, telling him 
of Burdick’s confession to him, with a view 
of contradicting the evidence that tends to 
besmirch lKurdick's character.

RABBI GOTTHEIL SINKING. 


His Condition Indicates Little Chance of 
Recovery—Family at the Bedside. 
Rabbi Gustav Gottheil, pastor emeritus 

of the Temple Emanu-El, at 521 Fifth Av- 

enue, who has been ill for several months 


at his home, €81 Madison Avenue, took a 
turn for the worse last Friday night, and 
it was said last night that he had sunk 


into unconsciousness, He jis suffering from 
an affection of the stomach, complicates 
with the ills of old age, and is under the 
constant ecare'of Dr. Starr and two other 
physicians. ‘ 

Dr. Gottheil’'s ailment is not regarded as 
inherently fatal, and it is the fact that he 
is now in ‘his seventy-sixth year that 
makes his condition all but hopeless.

Soon after this last delay, on ‘March 13, 
Mr. Franklin, who is a member of Excel- 
sior: Lodge, was served with papers an- 
nouncing that charges had been brought 
against him in the lodge by Mr. Critcher- 
son, and that an application had beem made 
to the Grand Master for the appointment 
of a:commission to examine into the 
charges ahd take such action as might be 
best for the order.

LONDON, March 26.~The Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland; the Right Hon. George 
Wyndham, introduced the Government's 
long-anticipated Irish Land .bill_ in the 
House of Commons yesterday afternoon. 

The measure proposes a free grant of 
£12,000,000 for the purposes of the bill. Ten- 
ents are to pay 3% per cent. interes on 
loans from the Government. Mr. Wynd- 
ham said he thought the scheme would not 
involve £100,000,000, but that £150,000,000 
could safely be advanced on Irish land. The 
advances to tenants are limited to £500 in 
the congested districts, and £1,000 else- 
where. The bill also provides that unten- 
a&nted farms and grazing lands shall be 
sold to neighboring tenants, and that three 
Commissioners, to be known as Estates 
Commissioners, shall supervise the sales. 

The names of the three Commissioners 
‘are: Michael Finucane, (Secretary to the 
Government of Bengal. Revenue, General 
and Statistical. Department,) Frederick S. 
Wrench, (now one of the Irish Land Com- 
missioners,) and William F. Bailey, (one of 
the Assistant Commissioners on the Irish 
Land Commission.) They will be under 
the general control of the Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. 

The _ bill 
Nov. 1. 

The keen interest felt in this. new legis- 
lation, which, it is hoped, will’ promote 
peace and contentment: in Ireland, was 
shown by the crowded house. The Peers’ 
Gallery and the Distinguished Strangers’ 
Gallery were filled, and there had been no 
such gathering of members of Parliament 
since the opening of the session. In the 
Diplomatic Gallery sat Henry White, Sec- 
retary of the United States Embassy, an 
interested. spectator, while almost every 
Irish Peer listened to Mr. Wyndham's ex- 
position of the bill. 

‘From an early hour in the morning the 
stone benches from the House of Commons 
entrance’ to the doors of the lobby were 
packed with impatient Irishmen, among 
whom.were many priests. Most of these 
went away without seeing even the inside 
of the jegislative chamber. 

Michael Davitt, the “ father’ of the Land 
League, celebrated his fifty-seventh birth- 
day by re-entéring the House for the first 
‘time since he ceased to be a member, inorder 
to hear the Chief Secretary for Ireland un- 
fold hiz plans. 


MR. WYNDHAM’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Wyndham, who was heartily cheered, 
Tose to speak at 2:40 P. M. At the outset 
he announced that the Government thought 
cash aid was necessary for the fulfillment 
of the preposed scheme, but it attached 


Greater importance to the credit operation 
than to the cash operation. He then un- 
folded the scheme. He said the advances 
would be in the shape of cash and not of 
stock, but iu order to enable the cash to be 
raised » new stock issue was to-be floated.

On which would not exceed £390,000. Agaftrst 
. this charge on the British Treasury the 

Tish Government proposed forthwith to 
commence reductions in the cost of admin- 
istration amounting to £250,000 per annum 
forever. 

Proceeding, Mr. Wyndham dealt with the 
points of the bill, which contains a bewil- 
dering mass of: figures, showing how ad- 
vances will be made and the terms of re- 
payment, but it seems in the main to be on 
the lines laid down by the Dublin Land 
Conference report. In the course of his 
sprech. which ‘was punctuated by cheers, 

r. Wyndham said the landlords of Ireland 
were being ruined financially, the tenants 
were being ruined morally, and the tax- 
payers of England were paying £140,000 per 
annum to the Land Commission and £1,400,- 
000 to the Irish police, which largely were 
needed in order to deal with illegalities aris- 
ing from the land question. 

“Is it remarkable under these circum- 
stances,'’ asked the Secretary, “if the 
landlords and tenants come together? ”’ 

Mr. Wyndham did not think any recon- 
dite or veiled reasons for the bill need be 
looked for. Past experience, he said, 
showed that the State incurred no risk in 
giving. such aid. From the taxpayers’ point 
of view aid for land purchase was a safe 
commercial transaction. By the aid of the 
am 80,000 tenants had already bought 
their holdings, and the State had not lost 
a halfpenny. Public opinion supported re- 
poy ment. and this was high‘moral securl- 
y, beside which was the security of the 
land itself. 

Mr. Wyndham also said that the number 
of anomalies which had go be dealt with 
rendered the work most embarrassing and 
complicated, and very difficult to present 
to’ the House in an. intelligible manner. 
‘he state of things in some parts of Ire- 
jJand was such as could scarcely be believed 
in England. He instanced one village in 
which a landlord was in the workhouse 
during the greater part of the year, while 
the tenants lived under conditions worse 
than.those of the Kafirs of Africa. Mr. 
Wyndham said that what the Government 
peenesee to do to remedy this state of af- 

airs was, briefly, that, while withdrawing 
no existing rights, it contemplated that the 
purchase of land in the future should pro- 
by the sale of estates, under three 

Commissioners, who would be known as 
Estates Commissioners, and would be under 
the general control of the Lord Lieutenant.

EXTRAORDINARY SCENES. 


The passing. of the first reading of the 
bill was followed by a rush to the lobby, 
where ensued scenes that might well make 
the body of Parnell turn in his grave. The 
tall form of the Earl of Dudley (Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland) could be seen amid a 
crowd of Nationalists, who scarcely a year 


ago would rather have suffered every pen- 
alty than associate with the official head 
of the Irish Government. Beside Lord 
Dudley stood grizzled little Sir Antony 
MacDonnell, the First Assistant Irish Sec- 
retary. He it: was who drafted the Dill. 
Horace Plunkett, Lord Iveagh, Lord Ash- 
bourne, and many Unionist members joined 
the group. . 

The Duke of Abetfforn, the most power- 
ful landlord in Ireland, asked to be intro- 
duced to John Redmond, and a mutual 
friend brought his Grace to the leader of 
the Nationalist Party. with whom the lead- 
er of the Irish landlords heartily shook 
hands. They patched up the peace of Ire- 
land over the House of Commons refresh- 
ment bar. 

The Earl of Dunraven, who, with John 
Redmond. shares the greatest responsibility 
for yesterday's procedure, slipped out qulet- 
ly to avoid congratulations. He said: 

“Tl believe the bill will meet the require- 
ments of all parties. Though I have not 
had a chance to read them, and cannot 
speak definitely concerning the details of 
the measure, it.certainly seems as though 
a new era was dawning on a new Ireland. 
Mr. Wyndham, to a great extent, has fol- 
lowed the lines of our conference. I think 
that the landlords and tenants, with per- 
haps some slight amendments, will be able 
to agree to the man principles of the 
bill." 

DUKE OF ABERCORN'S VIEW. 


The Duke of Abercorn said: ‘‘ To-day’s 
proceedings are certainly a matter for con- 
gratulation. I hope that the provisions of 
the bill when carefully studied will be 
carried out. It looks as though the ancient 
hatchet had been buried.”’ 

John Redmond said he was unable to add 
anything to his utterances in the House, 
but he seemed in a quite hopeful mood. 


Various members of his_ party, however, 
frankly discussed Mr. Wyndham's 


plan. 

The omission of adequate provision for 
those tenants already evicted, doubts 
whether the landlords would accede to the

terms of the measure, and objections to 
the choice of Mr. Wrench as one of the 
three Estate Commissioners seem to be the 
chief difficulties, but all the Nationalist 
members appeared to be agreed that the 
bill went further toward putting Ireland 
on @ prosperous basis than any measure 
before introduced, especially as it is in- 
tended that the system be administered 
on a commercial rather than on a judicial 
basis. Hitherto all the land acts have 
come under ‘the interpretation of the 
Judges, whose decisions could not be ques- 
tioned. 

The only skeleton. at this political love 
feast was Michael Davitt, who from the 
public gallery, aloof from his former com- 
rades, listened to proposals which opposed 
all his economic ideals. 

Several Conservative members expressed 
their anxiety at the Government going more 
deeply into debt, but the general opinioh 
was that the end justified the means. Sir 
John Lawrence said: 

“Many among us think that the Govern- 
ment has a hard enough financial job on 
its hands already, but in face of the de- 
mand from both Irish parties we can 
searcely help. trying to settle a_ problem 
which has been such a serious thorn for 
so long a time. I think you will find that 
the Government will have a solid majority 
when the bill is voted.’ 

It is already conceded as absolutely cer- 
tain that the bill will pass, although it may 
be modified in its minor details. 


SUMMARY OF THE BILL. 

LONDON, March 26.—The Irish Land 
bill, from the outline given by Mr. Wynd- 
ham yesterday afternoon, may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

A new Department of the Irish Land 
Commission is established, called ‘ The 
Estates Commissioners,’ who are under the 
control of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 
They will decide what constitutes estates, 
and they may refuse their sanction to the 
sale of poor and non-economic holdings, 
unless adequate facilities are given there- 
with. Separate bargains for the purchase 
of single hcldings may continue under the 


existing law. Where estates are sold, the 


agreemen‘s are to be sanctioned by. the 


Gommissioners under a fixed scale, based 
on a judicial rent. This is outside the con- 
gested areas, where the scale iimits do 
not apply. Estates may be purchased by 
bargaining |letween landlords and tenants 
subject to the approval of the Commis- 
sioners. it is also provided that sales may 
be made to others who are not tenants now 
but who, within the past twenty-five years, 
have been tenants in Ireland. The Com- 
missioners may themselves purchase es- 
tates, improve them, and sell them again. 

The bill goes generally into close detail 
as to the method of purchase, titles, &c. 
As soon a8 the estate is vested in a tenant 
or the Commissioners, interest on the pur- 
chase money is to be paid to the vendor at 
the rate of 3% per cent. until a fixed day, 
called ‘closing day,’’ after which day in- 
terest at the rate of 2% per cent. will be 
paid until the claims are proved and the 
money distributed. If there is any inex- 
cusable delay on the part of the vendor 
the interest may be withheld. 

The vendors will be paid in cash, in or- 
der to rdise which new stock will be issued 
bearing dividends of 2% per cent. If any 
expense is incurred in issuing the stock on 
account of discount, extra stock will be is- 
sued and repaid by the new grant to be 
made to Ireland as an equivalent td the 
grant. made under the English Education 
act. If the stock is issued at a premium, 
the surplus will be used to reimburse the 
new grant, which will also be charged with 
£50,000 annually for the first four years to 
meet the expense of floating the stock. 

The annual. payment by the purchaser 
will be seven-elghths.as a terminable an- 
nuity ‘and one-eighth as a eee rént 
charge. The price paid to the vendor will 
be ascertained by ‘capitalizing the annuity 
at 3% per cent., and the rent charge at 2% 
per cent. 

In. order to facilitate the transfer of the 
land’ a graint in aid of £12,000,000 will be 
made, which will be employed as follows: 
A percentage graduated inversely on the 
amount of the purchase price will be paid 
to the vendor: the maximum for estates 
valued at £5,000 and under. will be 15 per 
ecent.; the minimum for estates of £40,000 or 
over will be 5 per cent. It is provided that 
no registration fees shall bé charged and no 
stamps charged on conveyances. 

If the proprietor sublets or subdivides the 
land, becomes bankrupt, dics, or leaves his ' 
land to more than one person the commis- 
sion may order that the land be sold. The 
legal. business connected with the proof of 
title will be carried on by the Land Com- 
mission, and a cheaper process ‘will be in- i 
troduced for fixing the rents appeals being 
heard by a judicial Commissioner.

VIEWS OF TWO IRISH LEADERS. 


Michael Davitt and T. P. O'Connor 
Find Some Features of the 
Bill to Criticise. 


i 
LONDON, March 26.—There is a _ strong 
disinclination on the part of the Irish ard 
Liberal ‘members ‘of the House of Com- 
mofs to discuss the Irish Land bill until 
it is thoroughly. digested,. except in the 
most general terms. Michael Davitt and 
T. P. O'Connor, however, have given signed 
statements to The Associated Press cor- 
respondent.. Mr. Davitt -writes: 

“No fair or final judgment can be passed 
on the Government's Irish Land bill: until 
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the full text of the measure can be read 
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carefully and studied.. The impression left | 
on my mind by the speech of the Chiet | 


Secretary for Ireland is that the bill he 
outlined offers unreasonable compensation 
to the landlords, and therefore does not 
offer sufficlent inducement to buy their 
holdings on these terms—terms which ap- 
pear to me to be fully ten years’ purchase 
above the present market value of the 
Irish landlords’ property. However, it is 
possible that there may be some provisions 
in the bill, when we can see it in print, 
which will offer some minor advantages 
to the tenants and the country, that may 
to some extent redeem the objectionable 
terms provided for the landlords. 

“The one consoling feature of this latest 
attempt of the British Parliament to settle 
the Irish land question is the proof it of- 
fers that the Celtic people of Ireland have 
compelled an English landlord Government 
te provide money with which to buy out 


the British landlord garrison of Ireland. I, 
of course, take an extreme or combative 
view of the land question, and think that 
it is the tenants of Ireland and not the 
landlords who ought to receive the bonus 
which the bill provides for the Irish sup- 
porters of his Majesty's Government. 

“The economic conditions of the Irish 
agricultural industry, face to face with the 
food competition of America, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, and Argentina, where no rents are 
paid to a landlord class, make it practic- 
ally imposSible for Irish food preanows to 
pay the burden which this bill will place 
on their industry for the next sixty years. 
However, as I have already said, we must 
see the text of the bill before any final 
judgment can be passed upon it. 

‘“As a whole, I think that our friends in 
the United States, who have done so much 
to help us bring this fight for Irish land to 
the present somewhat hopeful outlook, will 
follow the example of our leaders and re- 
serve their opinion on the merits of the 
measure. The fight has been long, and 
harder than many fights in the open. Men 
have been killed, hearts have been broken, 
and many lives ruined before even the par- 
tial victory of to-day has been won. I 
cannot see my way to agree to the bill as 
tt is, but when I remember that in 1879 I 
served my first term of imprisonment for 
proposing almost exactly what a Conserv- 
ative Irish Secretary proposed to-day, I 
realize how times change. 

“This partial triumph is merelv a fore- 
runner of home rule. It is an inevitable 
devolution. Far be it from me to stand in 
the way of anything that may help even 
slightly to bring that about.” 

T. B. O'Connor writes: 

**T believe that the bill will go into com- 
mittee. That is to say, there is sufficient 
good in it to make it difficult if not im- 
possible for the Nationalists to reiect it. 
One hundred million pounds of English 
credit and something like £15.000,000 in 
bonus are given to substitute peasant own- 
ership for landlordism,. It is true that Ire- 
land will subscribe her share of the #£15.,- 
000,000 bonus; true that a purely Irish 
fund will have to pay a portion of the 
bonus: true that the financial grievance 
of undue Trish taxation remains. But Tre- 
land is not mistress of her revenues. Her 
apneals for financial redress have been in 
vain, and probably this is the only way in 
which relief of her financtal grievances can 
be got. The minds and energies of Irish- 
men should now be devoted toward amend- 
ing many of the defects of the bill. Many 
Irishmen think that the great wealthy 
landlords, especially the Anglo-Irish, may 
not find inducement enough to sell: also 
that the terms for the tenants in many 
cases mav be too high. 

“Mr. Wyndham indicated his willingness 
to consider amendments to the bill. I be- 
lieve that a united movement toward such 
amendment may enormously improve the 
measure, which is a big and bold. though in 
parts, a defective attempt to abolish land- 
lordism.”’ 


CONVENTION TO DISCUSS BILL. 
LONDON, March 26.—John Redmond, in 
the course of yesterday's debate, reminded 
Mr. Wyndham that the only body which 
can speak with authority for Nationalist 
Ireland is the convention which will meet 
in Dublin on April 14 to consider the Land 
bill. 

It is understood that there is an idea in 


Government circles that unless the Nation- 
alists are prepared to accept the bill as 
terminating the land agitation, the Gov- 
ernment will hesitate to proceed with the 
measure. The meeting of the Dublin Con- 
vention will therefore be anticipated with 
considerable interest. 

The absence of compulsion is regarded as 
one of the great defects of the bill. Al- 
though it is difficult to make an exact 
calculation, it is estimated that the process 
will work out at about twenty-five to 
twenty-eight years’ purchase, which is rath- 
er better for the landlords than the pro- 
posals formulated by the Dunraven Confer- 
ence at Dublin, but even so, the Nationalist 
Party holds that many. landlords will not 
sell voluntarily. 


PRESS COMMENT RESERVED. 

LONDON, March 26.—This morning’s 
papers, in their editorial comments on yes- 
terday'’s proceedings in the House of Com- 
mons, universally compliment Mr. Wynd- 
ham, but they hesitate to express a @eti- 
nite opinion on such a complex measure as 
the Irish Land hill without having fuller 
acquaintance with it. on the ground that 
its success depends wholly on the nature 
and working of the complicated financial 
details. 

Ail the newspapers agree, however, that 
although the bill will place a burden on 
the British taxpayer it will be well worth 
the money if its objects are attained. 

The Times says: “If the Irish landlords 
and tenants consider that Mr. Wyndham's 


plan satisfies to a reasonable extent the 
expectations that were aroused a few 
months ago. we do not believe that the 


people of the United’ Kingdom will show 
a niggardly spirit in giving the financial 
aid needed to forward an honest and earn- 
est attempt to remove a grave difficulty in 
the path of imperial policy.”’ 

The feeling thus expressed by The Times 
is prominent in the comments of all the 
papers, 


TRINIDAD’S GOVERNOR BLAMED. 


Port of Spain Chamber of. Commerce 
Demands His Removal. 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, March 25.— 
The Chamber of Commerce has adopted a 
resolution providing that a cable dispatch 


be sent to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
urging the immediate removal of the Gov- 
ernor of this island (Sir Cornelius A. Mo- 
loney) and the principal officials, ‘in 
whom the public has entirely lost confi- 
dence,”’ and asking for the appointment of 
a Royal Commission of Inquiry. 

The populace is quieter. The bodies of 
twelve of the men Killed in the rioting 
were buried to-day. 


NEW CONSUL AT HAVANA. 


Frank M. Steinhart to Succeed William 
A. Rablee, Who Goes to Vienna. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Frank M. 
Steinhart is to be appointed Consul Gen- 
eral at Havana, succeeding William A. 
Rublee. Mr. Steinhart is a resident of IIli- 
nois. 

It*’is understood that a place has been 
found for Mr. Rublee as Consy!] General at 
Vienna, a post almost as lucrative as that 
of Havana, and much more to his liking. 
It is at present held by Carl Bailey Hurst, 
a son of Bishop Hurst and resident of the 
District of Columbia. 

Mr, Steinhart was considered for the 
place when Gen. Bragg was appointed. He 
was for several years chief clerk in the 
oafiice. of. Gen. Brooke, when the latter was 
Governor General of Cuba, continuing in 
that place with Gen. Wood, by whom he 
was highly recommended. Since the with- 
drawal of the United States he has been 
the agent of the War Department in Cuba. 
‘Mr. Steinhart was born in Germany. He 
was at one time a Sergeant in the regular 
army, but is a law graduate and a fluent 
Spanish scholar.

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THE SOUTH AFRICAN TARIFFS. 


News of Arrangement to Give Prefer- 
ence to British Goods Causes 
Alarm in Germany.

LONDON, March 26.—The Berlin cor- 
respondent of The Times says the news 
that the customs convention signed by 
the South African colonies provides for 
preferential treatment of imports from 
Great Britain has fluttered the dove- 
cotes in the German capital. It is main- 
tained in some quarters that if the news 
is confirmed Germany will be compelled, 
as in the case of Canada, to resort to re- 
prisals. 

It is asserted that since Canada im- 
posed differential duties German exports 
to the Dominion have actually increased 
while German imports from Canada have 
materially diminished, imports of ce- 
reals almost ceasing. 

The correspondent says consolation is 
found in the further reflection that since 
the Boer war German industrial exports 
to South Africa have already decreased 
to such an extent that their unfavorable 
treatment at the customs offices would 
not make an appreciable difference. 


ALARM IN TANGIER. 


Pressing Letters Asking for Military 
Assistance Sent to the Moroccan , 
Capital.

LONDON, March 26.—Tangier, says 
The Times's correspondent in that city, 
has sent pressing letters to Fez asking for 
military assistance, without which, it is 
declared, the disturbances among the 
mountain tribes will be very serious.

The Sultan has informed the European 
Ministers that in consequence of the un- 
settled state of the country and the situ- 
ation in Fez Europeans should not be al- 
lowed to travel in the interior. 


MOSES FOWLER CHASE FOUND. 


PARIS, March 25.—United States Consul 
General Gowdy to-day succeeded in locat- 


ing in a private sanitarium in this city 
Moses Fowler Chase of Lafayette, Ind., 
whose whereabouts has been the subject 
of a diligent search for several years. Two 
French physicians, Drs. Antheaume and 
Fisher, examined the youth and pro- 
nounced him incurably insane. The insti- 


tution. has handed Chase over to Mr. Gow- 


dy'’s care. 

Secretary Hay cabled to the Consul Gen- 
eral an authorization to act as the guard- 
ian of the youth. The French courts will 
to-morrow appoint him as guardian. 

Moses Fowler Chase is the central figure 
of a celebrated case which has _ occupied 
the courts of Indiana and Ohio. He is the 
randson of Moses Fowler, a leading cap- 
ftajist of Indiana, after whom the City of 
is named. The grandson's share 
in the inheritance has been the subject 
of controversy. Four years ago his father 
lost track of the youth, and has since been 
endeavoring to find him. A detective from 
Chicago remained here two months prose- 
later turning the task 
over to an agent here. His father’s at- 
torney, Addison C. Harris, ex-Minister to 
Austria, requested Consul General Gowdy 
last January to take up the search. This 
has been prosecuted systematically, and re- 
sulted in the discovery of Chase to-day.

JEW HAVEN ROAD’S REPLY 
Directors Make Concessions to 
' Employes on the Railroad.

Peciare, However, That. Each -Class 
Must Act Separately—Union ‘Lead- 
ers Accept the Decision. 





NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 25.—The an- 
@wer of the Board of Directors of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
to the request of the joint grievance com- 
mittee of the conducters and trainmen of 
the railroad that the officers of the rail- 
road receive the joint committee for the 
purpose of considering demands for an in- 
crease in ‘mileage pay and a decrease in 
heurs of work was submitted to-day by 
President John M. Hall to the committee. 

It says that a special committee of the 
Board of Directors will meet a committee 
representing the conductors of the system 
on’ March 26 and will meet another com- 
mittee of trainmen and yardmen on the 
following day, in order to present to the 
separate committees new schedules of pay 
granted by the Directors. 

In addition, the statement contains the 
fnnouncement that. a schedule increasing 
the pay of telegraphers, towermen, freight 
handlers, boilermakers, shopmen, and ma- 
chinists has been adopted. Several days 
ago a demand was presented by the freight 
handlers for an increase of 15 per cent, but 
if the other classes of employes mentioned 
have presented any requests to the com- 
pany the fact has not been made public. 
The amount of the increase to these vari- 
ous ‘classes of workmen is not mentioned in 
the official statement, and inquiry at the 
‘general offices of the company to-day failed 
to throw any light upon the new schedules. 

The statement issued from the office of 
President Hall is as follows: 

“The special committee of the Board of 
Directors of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad Company met the 
committee of conductors and trainmen to- 


/@ay and submitted the following action and 


proposition of the board in response to the 


claims: 
““*'The Board of Directors have carefully 


considered the differences between the com- 
pany and its employes and have unani- 
mously decided as follows with regard to 
echedules: 

1. That the number of schedules and the dif- 
‘ferent classes of employes to be included in any 
schedule and the rules and regulations there- 
under must, for the safety of the public and 
. proper management of the company, be left to 
the discretion of the Directors. 

2, That the existing schedules, so far as they 
relate to the classification of employes, must be 
maintained—until otherwise decided by the 
board—with the following modifications: 

(a) That all conductors, both freight and pas- 
Senger, be included under one schedule. 

(b) All trainmen and yardmen under another 
ecthedule. 

-“"The board insists that the classification 
of employes is a right belonging to the com- 
nany, and its exercise is required for the 
proper management of the company’s af- 
fairs. Long-established usage sanctions 
the practice on this road, and the fact that 
most.of our connecting roads preserve the 
same. divisions confirms its wisdom. It is 
to be conceded, however, that reasonable 
amendments affecting wages or regulations 
under schedules from time to time existing 
shouki.be promptly considered, and all com- 
plaints hereafter arising under any of the 
schedules should also have prompt con- 
sideration by the company. 

“With regard to compensation of em- 
ployes: The board, having received from 
the operating officials full detailed reports 
concerning the present rates of compensa- 
tion of classes affected by the conductors’ 
schedule and the trainmen and yardmen’s 
schedule, and also all other classes of em- 
ployes, and having carefully considered 
the same, and having found as a result of 
such investigation that, generally, the pay 
of said employes is already as high, and in 
some cases higher than that paid by other 
roads in this locality, although in a few 
— lower, unanimously decided as fol- 
Ows: 


That the board desires that its employes shall 
receive just and liberal treatment and wages 
equal to those paid for like service by other lead- 
ing railroads, and that the committee be author- 
ized to meet committee or committees of the 
employes with a view to accomplishing such re- 
sults, And thereupon, on motion of Mr. Morgan, 
seconded by Mr. Rockefeller, it was unanimously 

Resolved, That John M. Hall, President; Will- 
fam 9D. Bishop, Vice President of the board; 
Charles I’. Choate, Director; George Macculloch 
Miller, Director, and William F. Merrill, First 
Vice President, be, and are hereby, appointed a 
special committee to meet the joint committee of 
employes on Wednesday morning, March 25, 1903, 
for the purpose of informing them of the de- 
cision of the board as above set forth. And 
further 

Resolved, That said special committee will 
mert a committee of employes, representing all 
conductors employed by the company, on Thurs- 
day morning; March 26, 1903, for the purpose of 
granting to them a new schedule of wages, or 
regulations; to become effective at a date to be 
agreed upon. 

Resolved, That said special committee will mect 
a@ committee representing al! of the men em- 
ployed as trainmen and yardmen on Friday 
morning, March 27, 1903, for the purpose of 
granting to them a new schedule as to wages or 
regulations, to become effective at a date to be 
agreed upon. 

Resolved, That there is: no objection on the 
part of the company to promotions to the posi- 
tion of passenger conductor being filled alter- 
nately—or upon some other basis—between bag- 
gage master and freight conductors, provided in 
both ‘cases the applicant is qualified, the com- 
pany always reserving the right to pass upon his 
qualifications. 

Resolved, That the company reserves the right 
to designate the number of employes that shall 
constitute a crew either in train’or yard service, 
except as otherwise regulated by law. 

Resolved, That the various propositions this day 
presented by the President for increasing the 

ay of tower men, telegraphers, freight handlers; 

jlermakers, machinists, shop men, and others 
be adopted, to take effect at a date to be agreed 
upon.. ; 

After the receipt of this communication 
the Grievance Committee had a long discus- 
sion at its headquarters, at the close of 
which !t was announced that the situation 
was satisfactory to the men, and that they 
would not insist on their demand for a joint 
conference, but would meet the Directors 
half way, the Directors having already 
made some concessions. Valentine Fitz- 

atrick, Third Vice Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Raiiroad Trainmen, said 
the situation had been very much clarified 
by the Directors’ action. 

The schedules for the trainmen were in- 
formally submitted to their Grievance Com- 
mittee this afternoon at a_ second con- 
ference, The committee will again meet 
President Hall to-morrow morning. 

Valentine Fitzpatrick, the trainmen’s ad- 
viser, on behalf of the National Union, to- 
night issued a‘frank statement of the sit- 
uation.

LOWTHER’S PROPERTY SEIZED 
FOR MRS. GUEST’S HUSBAND. 


Deputy Sheriff-in Charge of Coal Busi- 
ness of the Alleged Eloper— 
Whereabouts Unknown. 


With no further trace of the missing 
Clarence L. Lowther, who is charged with 
having eloped with Mrs. A. Royal Guest, 
the wife of his close personal friend, and 
with a Deputy Sheriff in charge of the 
business of Lowther Brothers, coal deal- 
ers, of which firm Clarence L. Lowther was 
a member, affairs in this sensational action 
were largely at a standstill yesterday. The 
attachment, which was obtained by William 
P. Maloney, attorney for Mr. Guest, was 
based on the action for $75,000 for aliena- 
tion of affections which Mr. Guest brought 
against Lowther. The papers remain un- 
served because of the coal dealer’s absence 
from the city. In the meantime, the Dep- 
uty Sheriff is in charge of the coal busi- 
ness. 

Charles Lowther, who is associated with 
his brother in the business, made an at- 
tempt yesterday afternoon to have the ex- 
ecution withdrawn on the ground that his 
brother was not interested in the firm any 
longer. He was told by Mr. Maloney that 
he would have to file a sworn certificate 
to that effect before the Deputy Sheriff 
would be withdrawn, and up to a late hour 
that had not been done. This busibess, 
however, was not the only property owned 
by Mr. Lowther that was attached, as he 
was known to have been the owner of a 
one-ninth interest in a property at Third 
Avenue and Thirtieth Street, which is said 
to be worth about $300,000. The attach- 
ment covers this also, and the attorneys 
are confident that between the various 
properties under attachment they can get 
enough to satisfy any judgment Mr. Guest 
mer obtain when the main action comes to 
rial. 

Mr. Maloney said yesterday that his latest 
information of the missing couple’s where- 
abouts placed them in Omaha the middle 
of the present month, but he does not know 
whether they are in that city now. 

Lowther was last seen in this city on 
Jan, 20, having left his home and his wife 
in Brooklyn four days before that time. 
Mrs. Guest disappeared from New York 
six days before Lowther left here. Light 
first was thrown on the affair on March 10, 
when Mrs. Mary L. Lowther obtained a 
decree of separation, the proceedings being 
before Justice Maddox in the Supreme 
Court of Brooklyn. Alimony amounting 
to $250 a month and $90 costs were awarded 
to her, but none of this has been forth- 
coming, although it is belfeved Lowther 
on his disappearance took more than $25,000 
with him in cash. He is known to have re- 
ceived $29,500 in December for a piece of 
property he sold. 

Mrs, Guest's husband is a. coal merchant 
also, of the firm of Guest & Co. The 
couple were married in 1891, and have one 
child living. Mrs. Guest and Mr. Lowther 
did not know each other until last May, 
when they were introduced by Mr. Guest. 
When the wife left her home she is said 
to have left a note telling her husband of 
her intention. 


STEEL TRUST’S ACQUISITION. 


It was reported in Wall Street yesterday 
on high authority that, despite official de- 
nial of the rumors current for some time, 
the control of the Jones & Laughlin prop- 
erties has beén purchased by the Steel 
Trust, and that announcement of this 
transfer will be made in a few days—as 
soon, in fact, as some minor details, not 
at all likely to disturb the general plan, 
are perfected. It is understood, in short, 
that it was in order to carry out this final 
settlement that President Schwab, almost 
immediately upon his return from abroad, 
made a flying visit to the Jones & Laugh- 
lin headquarters, at Pittsburg 

Interests in the steel and iron trade were 
practically agreed yesterday that the trans- 
fer was as good as effected. The Iron Age 
has this to say: 

“While official statements are entirely 
lacking,. Pittsburg opinion seems to be 
—— general that not alone has the sale of 

ones & Laughlin properties to the United 
States Steel Corporation been settled, but 
that the Clairton plant and the Snyder ore 
and furnace interests have been acquired. 
It is generally believed that a suitable op- 
portunity is being awaited to make an offi- 
cial announcement. The effect of these 
transactions in the iron and steel industry 
would be far reaching and momentous.”’ 

The Jones & Laughlin Company is a lim- 
ited partnership association formed under 
the laws of Pennsylvania, and owns and 
operates the American Iron and Steel 
Works at Pittsburg, the Eliza furnaces, 
and the Soho furnaces and plate mills. It 
was originally capitalized at $20,000,000, 
which was later increased to an author- 
ized issue of $50,000,000. The company in 
1901 made large purehases of ore lands and 
completed an extensive steel rod mill at its 
plant. B. F. Jones, Jr., is Chairman, W. 
L. King Vice Chairman, and Irwin B. 
Laughlin Treasurer. The company has no 
bonded. debt. The Snyder ore and furnace 
interests referred to by The Iron Age in- 
clude certain ore properties in the Lake 
Superior district, and the Shenango Fur- 
nace Company in the Shenango Valley. 
The Clairton plant is a subsidiary company 
of the Crucible Steel Company of America, 
which is a combination of many plants, 


and produces over 90 per cent. of the tool 
steel made in the United States. 





COOPER RESOLUTIONS MISSING. 


There are missing from the City Hall a 
gilt frame seven feet in height, with a 
set of resolutions adopted by the Board of 
Aldermen after the death of Peter Cooper, 
and Controller Grout wants to know where 
they have been taken. He sent a request 
yesterday to Chief Architect Aiken of the 
building Department, who has had charge 
of the repairs to the City Hall, that the 
missing articles be produced. 

Soon after Peter Cooper’s death the Board 
of Aldermen adopted the resolutions and 
made an appropriation of about $1,000 to 
have them suitably engrossed. The work 
was done by Samuel Warren, a brother-in- 
law of Richard Croker. When the resolu- 
tions were finished, they were sent to the 
relatives of Peter Cooper. The late Abram 
S. Hewltt was-one of the first members of 
the Cooper family to look at the resolu- 
tions. 

“*That set of resolutions looks like a 
barn-docr,”” said Mr. Hewitt with empha- 
sis, Then looking over the signatures he 
found attached the names of several Al- 
dermen who became famous as members 
of the ‘“‘ Boodle’’ Board, and who were in- 
dicted for bribery in connection with the 
grant of the Broadway Railway franchise 
to Jacob Sharp. The relatives refused to 
accept the resolutions, and fer years they 
rested in the basement of the City Hall. 
When the repairs were begun a short time 
ago the resolutions were brought out and 
displayed in the Committee Room of the 
Board of Aldermen. Then they disappeared. 

Mr. Grout also wants to know what has 
become of a stone bearing the date of 1803 
and the name of Richard Varick, previously 
Mayor of the city. It was dug up in some 
of the repair work around the City Hall 
and was carefully preserved, with other 
relics, by Janitor Keese. Since the begin- 
ning of the alterations in the basement of 
the building the stone has been taken 
away.

Formal Announcement of Licensed 
| Manufacturers’ Union. 





| Trust Includes About Thirty Concerns 
| and Secures to Its Members the 
Use of the Selden Patent. 





Following many rumors that an Automo- 
bile Trust was to be formed comes the for- 
| mal announcement of the organization of 
the Association of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers. Henry D. Macdona of 
counsel for the new concern made public 
yesterday afternoon the fact that the or- 
ganization had been completed by George 
H. Day, President of the Electric Vehicle 
Company. 

The association, according to Mr. Mac- 
dona, secures t) its members the use of the 
Selden patent, the suit over which was de- 
cided recently in favor of the Electric Ve- 
hicle Company against the Winton Com- 
pany and the firm of Smith & Mabley. 
Four hundred other patents are secured by 
the association, one of the chief objects of 
which is to save $20,000,000 that would be 
spent in litigation between the different 
manufacturers, if calculations for the fut- 
ure could be made from the result of the 
cost of the suit over the Selden patent. 
The association claims also to have as its 
aim the making and selling of machines 
wherein there will be no such structural 
weaknesses as have proved fatal in many 
automobiles heretofore. 

In the trust are included about thirty con- 
cerns, among them being the Winton, Olds 
Mobile, Packard, Peerless, Searchmont, 
Haynes-Apperson, Apperson Brothers, Lo- 
comobile, Knox Auto-Car, Pierce, Pan- 
American, International, United States 
Long Distance, Pope-Robinson, Waltham, 
Stevens-Duryea, and Franklin Companies. 
Litigation falling upon any member is un- 
dertaken by the association. 

“The licenses granted to the members of 
the association by the Electric Vehicle Com- 
pany,’’ he said, *‘ cover ten pages of printed 
matter and secure to the licensees freedom 
from litigation and the protection for de- 
1ensive purposes of over 400 patents neces- 
sary in the construction of automobiles. 

“The Selden patent, the establishment of 
the validity of which by the courts made 
this association possible, was granted to 
George B. Selden on Nov. 5, 1895, and is 
numbered 549,160. The Electric Vehicle 
Company, in November, 1899, took from Mr. 
Selden, under this patent, an exclusive 
license, and shortly thereafter commenced 
a suit against the Winton Motor Carriage 
Company, whose, defense failed to develop 
anything that was not known to the Elec- 
tric Vehicle Company and passed upon by 
its counsel before the exclusive license was 
taken by it from Selden. 

“Mr. Selden, after six years of experi- 
mental work with five or six different types 
of engines, finally produced one that worked 
to his satisfaction, and he applied for a 
patent upon this in 1879. 

“It now appears that there was some de- 
sign in the long delay between Selden’s ap- 
—— and the granting of the patent.. 
3etween the time he applied and the time 
he asked to have the patent issue to him he 
complied with the law to a sufficient extent 
to keep his application alive, and the patent 
was granted on the original and amended 
applications the year before the business 
of making and selling automobiles in Amer- 
ica began to assume importance. 

“The most important claim in this pat- 
ent, and the one which it is claimed all 
makers of automobiles must infringe, reads 
as follows: 


“I claim: (1) The combination of a road loco- 


motive provided with suitable running gear, in- 
cluding a propelling wheel and steering mechan- 
ism, of a liquid hydrocarbon gas engine of the 
compression type, comprising one or more power 


cylinders, a suitable liquid-fuel receptacle, a 
power shaft connected with and atranged to run 
faster than the propelling wheel, an intermediate 
clutch or disconnecting device, and a suitable 
carriage body adapted to the conveyance of per- 
sons and goods, substantially as described. 

‘A model was submitted with the above 
application and is still in the model room in 
the Patent Office at Washington. A certi+ 
fied copy of this machine was produced at 


the hearing before Judge Coxe in the 
United States Circuit Court, and which 
shows, among, other things, that not only 


did Selden invent the first practical gaso- 
line locomobile, but that it had upon it the 


identical steering wheel now in universal 
use,”’ 

John Brisben Walker, President of the 
Mobile Company of America, was asked 
last night what effect the combination 
would have on his and other concerns that 


were left out. 

‘‘ Ours are all steam patents,’’ he replied. 
“Those controlled by Mr. Day and his as- 
sociates include only patents for gasoline 
and electric machines. So the combination 
has no effect at all upon us. Together 
with the Locomobile Company we own all 
the steafn patents of the country, having 
paid out more than $700,000 for them.” 


DEATH OF HENRY MEIGS. 


Henry Meigs, a Health Commissioner of 
Bayonne, died last night in his home, in 
Edward's Court, Bergen Point, at the age 
of fifty-five years. He left a widow and 
{wo children. 

About a year ago he created a sensation 
when he suggested an ordinance to pro- 
hibit the wearing of long skirts by women 
on the streets. He desired to have women 
wear skirts that should be at least six 
inches from the ground. The proposed or- 
dinance has had two readings.

TROTTING ON SPEEDWAY 


Nathan Straus, Driving Cobwebs, 
Beaten by Pacer Miss Eunice. 














Many Prominent Horsemen Out and 
Several Close Brushes Were the Re- 
sult—Road in Good Condition. 





Mixed races in which trotters were 
matched against pacers were the features 
of a series of interesting heats that were 
stepped in the upper stretch of the Speed- 
way yesterday afternoon in the presence of 
several hundred spectators.

{n the {first quarter Little Helen stepped 
out in front and set such a furious pace 
that she tired herself completely, and was 
passed ty Miss Eunice, closely followed by 
Cobwebs end Kingwood as the head of 
the stretch was reached. When the final 
drive was made the pacer was urged to 
lengthen her stride, but Cobwebs and King- 
wood held the pace without losing an inch, 
As they tlashed past the post, however, 
the pacer had a nose in tront of Cobwebs, 
while Kingwood was a close -hird. 

A. B. Gwathmey's new pacing mare Fan- 
nie F. went several fast quarters, and after 
being thoroughly warmed to her work was 
given a speed trial in company with thea 
pacer Crescent, driven by George McBride. 
After several false starts the pair were 
sent away, Crescent rushing out in front 
and taking a lead of an open length. it 
was no easy task for the little mare to 
recover this lost ground, but she gained, 
foot by foot, reaching even terms jus: as 
the stretch was entered. A genuine race 
followed in which neither pacer seemed 
able to gain a lead. Just at the moment 
when a dead heat seemed inevitable the 
1ittle mare showed a burst of speed that 
surprised even her driver, as it carried her 
out a half length in front of Crescent and a 
winner. 

The three last heats of the afternoon 
were between the three pacers, Amokin, 
2:114%, driven by George Spear; Crescent, 
and Fred W., 2:08%, driven by Clyde Mc- 
Bride. Each of the trio won a heat, but 
they were so close that in the second start 
it was almost a dead heat. Crescent took 
the first heat by a head from Fred W., but 
after that showed signs of lagging and fin- 
ished in third place in the two following. 
The second was a nip-and-tuck go between 
Amokin and Fred W., and so close was 
the finish that both drivers believed they 
had scored a victory. Those who stood at 
the post gave the gace to Fred W. Amo- 
kin showed himself at his best in the final, 
and, although he got a poor start, passed 
Fred W. and Crescent in the first quarter 
and won with an open length to spare, 
Crescent being distanced.

WETROPOLITAN MAKES 


GONGESSIONS ON “GRAB” 


Openiy Appears to Champion the 
“Blind” Goodsell Bill. 








Its Attorney Offers Two Amendments 
but They Will Not Satisfy the 
City Authorities. 





Special to Ths New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 25.—Amendments to the 
Goodsell railroad ‘‘ grab”’ bill were brought 
here to-day by Henry A. Robinson, the at- 
toraey for the Metropolitan Street Railway 
ompany. He made no concealment of the 
purpose of his visit, and thus made plain 
that Senator Goodsell was not entirely cor- 
rect in his statement that the “blind” 
measure -.was intended to apply only to 
conditions which confront the electric line 
which runs between Newburg and Walden, 


- in Orange County. 
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Mr. Robinson's amendments are two in 
number. The first adds the following addi- 
tional section to the bill. 

“Nothing contained in Section 1 of this 
act shall be construed so as to revive con- 
sents of owners of abutting property here- 
tofore given for the construction and oper- 
ation of a street railway on Eighty-sixth 
Street, between Eighth Avenue and Am- 
sterdam Avenue, in the Borough of Man- 
hattan, City of New York, which are not 
now operative under existing law, nor in 
any case to revive any consent of local 
authorities or franchise now expired or 
forfeited, or to relieve any corporation 
from an existing obligation to issue trans- 
fers.’ 

The second amendment offered by Mr. 
Robinson is to strike out of the bill the 
paragraph which relates to the filing of 
statements giving the names and the de- 
scription of the street over which it is pro- 
posed to construct branch roads. This 
paragraph is as follows: 

* And such statement may be made and 
filed either before or after the obtaining of 
the consent of local authorities specified in 
the next section, and the filing of any 
statement of extension which has hereto- 
fore taken place in conformity with the 

rovisions of the act, as now amended, is 

ereby ratified and confirmed.” 

Mr. Robinson thought these amendments 
would remove all objection to the bill on 
the part of the New York authorities. Any 
such idea was quickly dispelled by the 
statement made by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Whitman when the amendments 
were shown to him. : 

“The city authorities are just as much 
oO sed to the bill as ever,’’ said Mr. 
Whitman. “Their consent will not be. ob- 
tained to its passage unless New York City 
is entirely exempted from its provisions. 
I-confess that I do not know exactly what 
effect the bill would have so far as New 
York City is concerned, but the fact that 
the attorneys for the Metropolitan are be- 
hind it and that the introducer is unwilling 
to exempt New York City shows that it ts 
intended to have some effect, and until we 
know just what it is intended to do, our 
opposition will not be abated.” 


TO ADD TO RAILROAD BOARD. 


New Yorkers Argue For and Against 
the Bill for Two Local Railway 
Commissioners. 








Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 25.—There was a hear- 
ing to-day before the Assembly Railroads 
Committee on the bill introduced by As- 
semblyman Finch at the instance of the 
Merchants, Association of New York City, 
amending the railroad law so as to permit 
of the addition to the Railroad Commission 


of two members from the city, to have 
charge of the transportation problems 
there. 

J. Aspinwall Hodge, representing the 


West Side Property Owners’ Committee of 
One Hundred, spoke against the bill, say- 
ing that it would be unconstitutional, be- 
cause it prescribed that the two proposed 
additional. members of the body, having 
jurisdiction of the railroads of the whole 
State, must be chosen from the City of 
New York. It would be just as constitu- 
tional, he said, to insert in the bill a pro- 


vision limiting the Governor in his selec- 
tion to tne Third Ward of Albany. 

There was a large delegation from the 
Merchants’ Association to argue in favor 
of the bill, including George N. Gilman, F. 
R. Olcott, George E. Morse, and Harcourt 
Bull, representing the Legal Committee; 
Foster Crowell, representing the Engineer- 
ing and Sanitary Committee, and W. F. 
lxing, BE. C. Mead, R. D. Dumont, F. B. 
Debeard, and F. F. Woodward. 

The contention of the speakers for the 
Merchants’ Association was that, inasmuch 
as the elevated railroads were put under 
the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commission 
by the laws of 1902, and, inasmuch as all 
of the elevated railroads were in New York 
City, the proposition to add to the Railroad 
Commission two men who should be quali- 
fied, practical civil engineers of at least ten 
years practice, with a residence of at least 
two years in the city before their appoint- 
mont, was eminently appropriate and prac- 
ticable. With regard to the provision of the 
bill making the findings of the commission 
mandatory on the railroad corporations, 
Mr. Gilman said: 

“There is nothing in the Constitution or 
the decisions of the courts inhibiting a 
grant to the Railroad Commission of power 
to formulate its determinations in a formal 
order with the full force and effect of a 
mandamus issued by the Supreme Court, 
or vesting in the Supreme Court the au- 
thority to —— disobedience to the order 
by preceedings in the nature of criminal 
contempt. 

“Phe law as amended conserves to the 
railroad corporation its right to a full hear- 
ing as to any matters of which it should 
receive notice and information from the 
board, and reasonable time to comply 
with the directions of the board before any 
order be formulated. The corporation is 
further amply protected on appeal.”

SENATOR PLATT DENIES 
WARFARE WITH ODELL. 


His Relations with the Governor Cordial 
—Approves Liquor Tax Bill—Non- 
Committal on Mortgage Tax. 


Senator Thomas C. Platt emphatically 
denied yesterday that there was warfare, 
open or otherwise, between Gov. Odell and 
himself. 

‘“*T don't know,’ remarked the Senator, 
“that I am called upon to answer these 
absurdly ridiculous reports. I don't be- 
lieve they deserve the dignity of a denial.” 
“But the public is gaining an impression 
which is steadily growing that where there 
is so much smoke there must be some 
fire.”’ 

** Nonsense,"’ replied the Senator. ‘* My 
relations with Gov. Odell are most cordial, 
and these many reports will not disturb 
them. I am not giving my personal atten- 
tion to legislation at Albany. I have other 
matters to attend to. Col. George W. 
Dunn, Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, is looking after party legisla- 
tion at Albany. He has been indisposed, 
but I hope to see him to-morrow or Fri- 
day.” 

**Do you approve of the measure increas- 
ing the liquor tax?” 

‘I do,” answered Senator Platt, ‘‘ and 
if Gov. Odell wants it passed the Republic- 
oe in the Legislature ought to vote for 


‘*Then you have not suggested to any of 
your friends to vote against it?”’ 
“Certainly not. I have taken no more 
direct action in connection with legislation 
at Albany than that chair,’’ pointing to 
one next to that in which he was seated. 
“De you approve of Goy. Odell’s mort- 
gage tax measure?” 

“While I know the general purport of 
the bill,”” was the Senator’s reply, ‘I have 
not examined it. sufficiently to make a 
definite declaration. It is an important 
measure involving many questions.” 
“Then you do not care to commit your- 
self either in favor of or against it?”’ 
“That is just it, at this time,’’ the Sena- 
tor answered. 

‘“*Do you consider the action of the Tam- 
many Senators in voting for the Thousand- 
a Barge Canal bill actuated by poli- 
tics? ”’ 

“I can't say,’ replied Senator Platt. 
“The Canal bill is a good deal of a geo- 
graphical proposition, but I certainly do 
not blame the Democrats for oe in 
favor of a good measure. The Republican 
opposition comes from non-canal counties,.”’ 
“Then it can be said for you, Senator, 
that the stories of warfare between Gov, 
Odell and yourself are untrue?” 

‘* Most assuredly,’’ was his reply. 

“Have you arranged for any conference 
with local Republican leaders with refer- 
ence to the Excise and Mortgage Tax 
bills? ”’ 

** Not at all,’’ he replied. ‘‘I am not in- 
terfering in any way at Albany, no matter 
what anybody may say. Of course, I am 
always ready to meet those who are inter- 
ested in the welfare of the party, but the 
idea that any set conference has been ar- 
ranged is not true.” 

National Committeeman Gibbs said: 
“This talk of warfare between Platt and 
Odell is all rot. I see some papers accuse 
me cf being at the bottom of something 
that does not exist. In the name of God, 
will you tell me how I can make trouble 
in the party even if I want to? I have seen 
Senator Platt but once since election, and I 
don't believe that Gov. Odell’s name was 
even mentioned then. I have made no ar- 
rangements to attend a conference at Sena- 
tor Platt’s rooms, but had I been well I 
should have called on him last night.” 


HEARING ON MORTGAGE TAX. 


Large Delegation Opposes the Gover- 
nor’s Bill and Nobody Appears 
to Champion It. 


ALBANY, March 25.—The joint Senate 
and Assembly Judiciary Committees gave 
a hearing this afternoon on the Adminis- 
tration Mortgage Tax bill. While it was 
scheduled to be a joint one, Senators who 
were members of the Judiciary Committee 
could only attend at intervals, because of 
the session on the Excise bill. 

No one appeared in favor of the measure. 
Among the large number who opposed it 
were Lawson Purdy, Secretary of the New 
York State Reform Association; Walter H. 
Jaycocks, representing all of the savings 
banks of Suffolk County; representatives 
of the League of Co-operative Savings, 
Buliding and Loan Associations of the 
State, those from the metropolitan district 
being Charles O'Connor Hennessey, E. F. 
Cutler, E. J. Howell, F. C. Leubuscher, J. 
Homet Hildreth, James P. Judge, Benja- 
min Thompson, and Thomas Skus. 

Mr. Purdy made the principal argument. 
‘**Upon the passage of this bill,’’ he said, 
‘‘a demand for the payment of more than 
half the mortgages in this State will be 
made immediately. A panic can hardly be 
averted. Mortgageors can exact all the tax 
and increased interest besides, as the de- 
mand for money will be so great. 

“The enormous tax of $10,000,000 on 
mortgages on lots and acres will be paid 
entirely by the owners of mortgaged real 
estate. The great estates, which own one- 
fifth of Manhattan Island, and other own- 
ers of unmortgaged real estate will pay no 
part of this vast tax. 3 

‘Bonds to the value of a billion and a 
half are affected by this tax. Those who 
are subject to the full tax will suffer a 
loss equal in some cases to one-tenth of 
the value of the bonds. Depreciation in the 
market value of railroad and other bonds 
will exceed seventy million dollars.” 

Speaking for the building and loan asso- 
ciations, J. Homer Hildreth said: ‘* Build- 
ing associations all over the State ‘have 
relied upon Gov. Odell’s declaration of last 
year that if mortgages were taxed, buifd- 
ing and loan associations of the character 
or ours would be exempt. We have loaned 
money since Jan. 1 relying on this promise. 
The State should keep taith.”’ 

F. C. Leubuscher said: **One hundred 
thousand members of building and loan 
associations are watching your action on 
this bill. They are all voters, and chey 
will retaliate if you tax their property as 
you propose.” 


COL. MONROE AMENDS BILL. 


Revised Measure Regulating Lighting 
Contracts Sent to Albany. 


Monroe, Commissioner of Water 
zas and Electricity, forwarded to 
Albany yesterday his bill regarding the 
public letting and bidding for municipal 
lighting. The bill was sent to Albany last 
week, but was withdrawn by the Commis- 
sioner, as it was considered that it gave 
the Commissioner too much latitude. Col. 
Monroe expects the amended bill will be 


introduced to-morrow. The Commissioner 
expects to have copies of the bill ready to 
give out to-morrow. 

The measure proposes giving the 
missioner power to receive 
lighting, after which 
to the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, who will pass on them and fix the 
contract price with the producer. The bill 
proposes in the event of any hitch with 
the latter over the price of lighting to sub- 
mit the matter to the courts for adjudica- 
tion, and it further provides in the event 
of such a contingency that the companies 
shall furnish the city with lighting during 
the pendency of a decision. Tnis would en- 
able the city to compel the companies to 
furnish light until a municipal lighting 
plant cculd be completed.

GEN. GREENE AT HEARING 


Says He Will Fight the Three- 
Platoon Plan to the End. 


“- 


Believes That by July 1 He Will Havea 
Good Patrolling System—Others 
Champion the Scheme. 











Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 25.—Police Commission- 
er Greene appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Cities to-day and made an argu- 
ment against the inauguration of the three- 
platoon system in the New York City Police 
Department. He said that if his bill for an 
increase in the officers and men of the 
force were passed with the three-platoon 
amendment he would ask the Mayor to 
veto it. 

The hearing was opened by an address 
from Elbert Crandall, Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Masons in the State. 
He described the hardships which patrol- 
men were compelled to endure under the 
present system, and said their demand for 
shorter hours should be heeded. 

“Why is it,’ asked Senator Elsberg, 
‘“‘that men are tumbling over one another 
to get on the New York police force? 
Would they do so if they were compelled to 
suffer the hardships which you have de- 
scribed? ”’ 

“If they find after becoming members of 
the force that a change of system would 
better their physical and mental condition 
and render them more capable of giving the 
city more efficient service they certainly 
have a right to ask for it, and their petition 
should receive respectful consideration both 
from the city and legislative authorities,’’ 
replied Mr. Crandall. 

** Yes,"’ broke in ex-Congressman Thomas 
J. Creamer, who said he represented the 
Committee on Public Opinion. *‘ You, Sen- 
ator Elsberg, have objected, I understand, 
to petitioning the Legislature because the 
Police Commissioner now has the power 
to grant the relief sought. I notice that 
you had passed some time ago a bill in- 
creasing the salaries of New York school 
teachers after the local authorities had re- 
fused to concede it. Yet you talk about 
the evils of mandatory legislation. 

‘““Every member of the rank and file, 
every public-spirited citizen of New York 
City demands the passage of the Three- 
Platoon bill. When a Police Commissioner 
makes a mistake it is the duty of the Leg- 
islature to correct him. Nine-tenths of the 
members of the Republican and Democratic 
organizations of Greater.New York want 
this bill passed.” 

“I say nine-tenths of the people want it 
defeated,” retorted Elsberg. 

“Then you don't know the people,” re- 
sponded Creamer. ‘I warn you that unless 
the Legislature acts, Commissioner Greene's 
efforts, however well intended they may be, 
will prove abortive to redeem the Police 
Department. The Commissioner ought to 
be glad to have the Legislature step {n and 
aid him to make the Department as nearly 
perfect as it can be.”’ 

‘I am opposed to this specific plan for 
the assignment of patrolmen to duty,’’ said 
Gen. Greene. ‘I am against it chiefly be- 
cause it is unworkable. It permits the 
Commissioner to assign a patrolman to 


duty for no more than eight hours. in a 
single day. That would soon demoralize 
the force."’ 


“But the bill expressly provides for -put- 


ting men on duty for extra hours during 
emergencies, does it not?’’ asked Senator 
Marshall. 

“That may be, but the system would 


enable me to have only two thousand on 
duty at a time, and it would break up the 
discipline of the force,’ replied Gen. 
Greene. 

“Well, we are trying to get justice and 
relief for the man on the beat, you know,” 
suggested Senator Grady. ‘* We don't care 
so much for the man on detail. He has a 
pretty comfortable time of it.’ 

“Oh, yes. But your plan is impracticable, 
and the Legislature ought not to interfere,”’ 
said Gen. Greene. . 

“Then why don’t you, as you say you 
have the power, grant the petitions of ‘the 


patrolmen and give them a three-platoon 
system? demanded Grady. 
‘Because it has been tried. and has 


proved ineffective,” responded the Com- 
missioner. ‘I found the two-platoon plan 
in existence when I took charge of the de- 
partment. Under it some men were on 
duty consecutively for thirty-six hours. 
That was neither right nor fair. I studied 
the three-platoon plan carefully. It re- 
quires too many men and not sufficient 
service for the city. I struck a medium, 
therefore, between the two and three pla- 
toon systems, which puts men on duty no 
more than twelve hours a day. And the 
new system is working very satisfactorily.” 

“You do not mean to say it is perfect?” 
asked Mr. Creamer. 

“Oh, nothing this side of heaven is per- 
fect,’"’ answered Gen. Greene. 

“But I hope by July to make the system 
as nearly perfect as possible. I have been 
in the department léss than three months, 
and only ask a chance.” 

“Will you not agree to any bill that re- 
quires less than twelve hours daily serve 
ice?’ asked Chairman Davis. 4 

“No, I should continue to fight any such 
bill and would ask the Mayor to veto it,” 
replied Gen. Greene emphatically. 


PLEA FOR THE O’NEILL BILL. 
Gen. Greene, on Behalf of Mayor Low, 
Asks the Governor t@ Aid a Dis- 


missed Policeman. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, March Police Commission- 
er Greene saw Gov. Odell to-day and made 
a plea that he sign the bill granting to ex- 
Policeman O'Neill the privilege of a re- 
trial. 


Gen, Greene was acting for Mayor Low, 
who is anxious that the measure should 
receive the Governor's approval. Gov. 
Odell has been holding it up, and there has 
beén grave doubt as to whether he would 
sign it. It is not yet certain that he will 
do SO, despite the appeal from the Mayor. 

O'Neill is the policeman who was ousted 
from the Police Department on charges 
preferred against him by Chief Devery. 
and who then took the stump in behalf of 
the Fusion ticket. He was made one of the 
issues of the Fusion campaign. A promise 
was given to him that if the Fusion ticket 
trimphed he would be reinstated. 

Since all the courts of the State have 
sustained the action of Devery in removing 
O'Neill, those who espoused his cause dur- 
ing the Mayoralty campaign have learned 
more about him than they knew at the 
time he was so enthusiastically welcomed 
into the Fusion ranks as a martyr. Ex- 
cept on the part of the Mayor, there is no 
very hearty disposition in Republican 
circles to grant im through legislation 
what the courts denied him on the merits 
of the case. 

The Mayor, having made a pledge, is en- 
deavoring to carry it out in good faith, 
and it was to that end that Gen. Greene, 
on Mr. Low's behalf, made the plea to the 
Governor. 


DEATH OF CASIMIRO CICONE. 


Alleged Conspirator in Gigantic Insur- 
ance Frauds Expires, in Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, March 25.—Casimiro Cicone, 
the aged Italian who was thought to be a 
principal in the alleged gigantic insurance 
frauds recently perpetrated at New York, 
is dead at the home of his daughter in this 
city. 

Cioone came into prominence seyeral days 
ago when New York detectives visited this 
city in search of information concerning a 
gigantic insurance scheme in New York. 
He was informed, it is said, by Detective 
Charles Aymer, that a man bearing his 
name and answering his description had 
been buried in Calvary Cemetery, New 
York, last week, and that $10,000 had been 
collected as insurance on his life. 

Attorneys were to arrive in_the city to- 
morrow, it is said, from New York to take 
the deposition of Cicone.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 
Sharp Skirmishing Over the Canals 
In Both Houses. 








Improvement Bill to Come Up in the 
Assembly To-day—Lewis. Federal 
Co-operation Bill Killed. 





ALBANY, March 25.—While interest at 
the Capitol to-day centred in the fight 
over the Excise bill, the canal improve- 
ment question came up in both houses, In 
the Assembly there was a sharp skirmish 
over the $101,000,000 Improvement bill, and 
in the Senate the Lewis resolution looking 
to Federal co-operation in improving the 
canals was finally killed. 

The Bostwick Improvement bill was on 
the Assembly calendar on the order of 
second reading, and when the Davis bill, 
which identical, came over from the 
Senate, it was substituted by agreement. 
When Speaker Nixon announced that the 
bill was open for debate a score of mem- 
bers leaped up demanding recognition. 

MrsBurnett of Ontario was recognized, 
and moved to strike out the enacting 
clause. Despite frantic efforts on the part 
of the friends of the bill to delay general 
discussion until to-morrow, the Speaker de- 
cided to permit debate. It was evidently the 
purpose to attack the bill in such a way 
as to affect wavering votes in the Senate 
on the excise question, 

Mr. Cooke of Albany opened the fight. 
He denounced the proposal to tax the people 
of the State $101,000,000 when the admin- 
istration was doing everything in its power 
to abolish a direct tax. Never, he de- 
clared, was there greater inconsistency. He 
also declared the bonds would be bought by 
moneyed men, and it was unfair that the 
bonds should not be taxed. There was 
not sufficient guarantee that contracts 


would be properly advertised, nor let to the 
lowest bidder. 

Mr. Bostwick declared that the bill was 
not one to build a canal, but to permit the 
people of the State—the real sovereign 
power of the State—to say whether or not 
the canal should be built. 

‘Year after year the poopie of this State 
have been betrayed by their representatives 
in this chamber on this very canal propo- 
sition,’’ he cried. ‘‘ They know their con- 
stituents wanted a chance to vote on the 
canal proposition, yet they had the temer- 
ity to balk the people's wishes. Some of 
them are here now."’ 

Messrs. Palmer, Dooling, Pallace, Mer- 
ritt, Nye, Whitney, and others offered 
amendments. Mr. Fowler of Chautauqua 
offered a substitute bill providing that the 
State should build a twenty-million-dollar 
railroad along the present canal bed. 

On a motion to recommit the bill to make 
the proposed changes, Assemblyman Mc- 
Keown moved a call of the House. After 
the call Speaker Nixon announced that the 
motion was to submit the substitute bill 
and amendment to the Canals Committee, 
and to make it a special order for second 
and third reading next Tuesday. This mo- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 77 nays to 
62 yeas. The House then decided to make 
the bill a special order on second and third 
reading to-morrow. 

The proposition of Senator Lewis for the 
appointment of a commission to negotiate 
with the Federal Government for the con- 
struction of a deep waterway from Lake 
Erie to the Hudson River came up in the 
Senate on third reading. Senator Davis in- 
sisted that a vote had been had on the bill 
yesterday, but Senator Lewis denied that 
the meagure itself had been involved, al- 
though offered as an amendment to the 
Davis bill, 

On a roll call the Lewis bid was defeated 
by 18 yeas to 27 nays. Senator Lewis 
then moved to reconsider the vote, and to 
lay the motion on the table, so it could be 
taken up laters Senator Grady insisted on 
an immediate vote on the motion to recon- 
sider. Senator Lewis objected that the 
procedure was most unusual, 

‘Not when you want to kill a bill dead,” 
replied Senator Grady. “I don’t want the 
ghost of Federal control of canals stalking 
about this Legislature ready at any time 
to defeat the action of yesterday.” 

After more debate the motion to recon- 
sider was defeated—16 years to 20 nays— 
and — Lewis bill is therefore dead for the 
session.

The Canal bill came up and was fully 
debated. Its chief advocate was a Dem- 
ocrat from this city.

The latter almost shamelessly 
pleaded the interests of the railroads. 
The former declared that they must 
stand by the pledges of their platform 
in good faith. The latter argued that 
their platform was vague and bound 
them to nothing. When the vote was 
taken it was found that the entire nega- 
tive vote was cast by Republicans, four- 
teen in number, and that only eleven 
Republicans had been recorded in favor 
of the bill, while all the twenty-one 
Democratic votes were in support of the 
bill. That is not a nice showing for the 
party in power and responsible for leg- 
islation. Whether we take it as a mat- 
ter of honesty or of political intelligence, 
the course of the Republicans must be 
condemned. 

The party went into the campaign with 
the purpose of deceiving either the 
friends or the foes of the canal improve- 
ment. They wanted the support of the 
former, and of the latter as well, and 


. they managed, so far as we can tell, to 


get both. Then they proceeded to try 
the game of pretending to press a canal 
bill which they intended to smother with 
delay. They threw all sorts of obstacles 
in the way of the measure and brought 
all sorts of side issues in to divide its 
professed friends, the most insidious be- 
ing the proposition to negotiate with the 
United States Government for a ship 
canal.

It is fairly certain 
that the bill could be carried in the As- 
sembly, as it has been in the Senate, if 
it could be brought to a vote. But the 
scheme of its opponents will be to pre- 
vent that, and whether they can or not 
remains to be seen. The pressure from 
the friends of this important measure 
should be redoubled, and no means 
should be omitted to force the members 
of the Assembly to take it up.

THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

The details of the land bill introduced 
by the Government in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday are not all intelligible 
without a more intimate knowledge of 
land tenure in Ireland than an American 
is likely to possess.

It is that the British Government will 
advance money or credit to the occupiers 
in order to enable them to buy the land 
they now rent, on fixed terms to which 
the tenants and the owners shall mut- 
ually agree, the money thus advanced to 
be repaid by the tenants. It is admitted 
that in the end there will be some loss to 
that is to say, that the 
Treasury will lose somewhat in interest 
on the money that is advanced at once 
for payment to the landlords, and which 
will not be*repaid entirely until the lapse 
of some threescore years. That is prac- 
tically the price the British Government 
pays for the degree of improvement it 
hopes to secure in the peace, order, pros- 
perity, and patriotism of the Irish sub- 
jects of the King. If the bill works as it 
is expected that it will, the price will be 
exceedingly low and the transaction ex- 
ceedingly profitable. 

The Irish Party in the Commons is 
frankly committed to the principle of the 
bill, but of course it will seek to obtain 
as good terms for the tenant as possible.

possible. Less than 20 gallons per head 
per day meets all the requirements of 
domestic consumption. In Cologne, sup- 
plied from wells which are replenished 
from the Rhine by natural filtration, the 
daily per capita consumption is not quite 
33 gallons. In Berlin the per capita daily 
consumption, including a manufacturing 
supply drawn from wells, is only about 
30 gallons, or about one-quarter that of 
New York. 

In the face of such figures as these, 
freshly gathered and absolutely correct, 
what nonsense appears the contention 
that with a supply of 120 gallons per 
head per day, and something to spare, 
New York is confronted with the immi- 
nent danger of a water famine and must 
spend a hundred millions or so for new 
watersheds, aqueducts, and 
mains for distribution!

“A FIAT CITY.” 

Mr. CLARENCE Cary contributes to the 
current Scribner’s an instructive 
count, elaborately illustrated with photo- 
graphs, of the chief terminus on the Pa- 
cific Coast of the new trans-Siberian 
railway system, under the title of 
“Dalny, a Fiat City.” It is interesting 
and suggestive not only as showing what 
the Russian bureaucracy has done in 
the way of preparing a future capital 
on what, for such a purpose, may be 
called virgin soil. It is also full of sug- 
gestion for American projectors of cit- 
ies or revisers of cities already in being. 

In this matter American individualism 
cannot be said to shine in confrast with 
European paternalism. It could not be 
expected to. The art of city making is 
one which cannot possibly be left to in- 
dividual and competitive effort. It will 
not, we suppose, be pretended that there 
is any American “ railroad town,” how- 
ever new, that has been planned with so 
wise a prevision of its probable destinies 
as this outpost of Russia on the Pacific. 
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And yet the opportunity has frequently 
offered, and is likely to be offered again, 
for such an experiment. It is the Rus- 
sian railway company, which, to be sure, 
is an organ and agent of the Russian 
Government, which has laid out Dalny. 
Many equal opportunities have been of- 
fered to American railway companies. 


But none of them has been improved. A 
rational street plan, with reasonable res- 
ervations for purposes of public orna- 
ment and public convenience, costs noth- 
ing but brains when the soil is virgin 
and still under the ownership and con- 
trol of those who seek to bring it into 
the market, and whose own profits will 
ultimately so largely depend upon how 
habitable, convenient, and attractive 
they ‘succeed in making it. There is no 
American railroad man and promoter of 
‘boom towns ”’ who will not have to own 
that he has a great deal to learn from 
those representatives of an effete des- 
potism who founded Dalny. 

The waste in these cases is pitiful be- 
cause it would have cost nothing but 
brains to avoid it. But it is even more 
pitiful when brains have been lacking at 
the outset, when they have to be sup- 
plied afterward, and when to replan an 
ill-planned or an unplanned town in- 
volves the demolition of costly things 
that have been wrongly done. That is 
very eminently the case at present with 
New York. But it is more or less the 
case with every American city of the 
first or of the second class, with two 
eminent exceptions.

exceptions. Excepting 
those, every American city is either un- 
planned or ill-planned. Of the two, it is 
clearly more desirable that a town 
should be unplanned, that it should 
“ crow it is wanted.” That is the 
case with Boston. It is equally the case 
with the lower end of Manhattan Island, 
with New York below City Hall Park. 
“They say the cows laid out Boston,” 
observes “and there are 
Quite true. Those 
much worse surveyors who 
laid out Manhattan Island above the be- 
ginning of the numbered streets and 
saved themselves trouble at the expense 
of posterity. The time has come when 
posterity is getting impressed with the 
notion that the old New York street plan 
simply will not do, and that the city 
must be to a large extent replanned, for 
the benefit of what is to us posterity, 
even at an expense beyond the moderni- 
zation of Paris under HAUSSMANN, and 
still more beyond that of Vienna. When 
the necessity is once recognized as im- 
perious, the pertinent consideration will 
also be recognized that no matter what 
the cost may be, the sooner the recon- 
struction is begun the less costly it will

It becomes im- 
practicable when there are small chil- 
dren in the family for more reasons 
than could be enumerated. Even when 
those who are responsible for the chil- 
dren are willing to accommodate them- 
selves to the inconvenience of their noise 
and other juvenile characteristics, co- 
tenants may not be so, and as a rule 
distinctly are not. This is usually as 
true of co-tenants with many trouble- 
some children of their own as of those 
without children. Hence many landlords 
and agents discriminate against tenants 
having children, and it is sometimes dif- 
ficult for such people to find desirable 
apartments, as well as to retain them 
when secured. Public sympathy was 
profoundly excited a few days ago by 
the story of a woman with seven as- 
sorted children who had been invited to 
vacate the apartments she occupied and 
could not secure others on a truthful 
representation of the facts. It does not 
appear, however, that this sympathy 
took the shape of advantageous offers 
from owners or agents. 

It is a theory in law that there is no 
wrong without a remedy; and where one 
is recognized for which no remedy can 
be discovered some one is always ready 








to provide it in the shape of a new law. 
The difficulty resulting from discrimina- 


tion against families with children ex- 
ists elsewhere as well as here. In Chi- 
cago it is proposed to meet it by an or- 
dinance now under consideration in the 


City Council rendering liable to a fine of 
not less than $5 nor more than $100 
owners or agents of apartment houses 
who refuse to rent apartments to the 
heads of families made up chiefly of chil- 
dren “unless such owner or agent shall 
be able to prove that the children of the 
prospective tenant are peculiarly boister- 
ous and disagreeable.” 

What constitutes “ boisterousness and 
disagreeableness"’? If this is answered 
What de- 
velopment of these qualities in children 
make them “ peculiar’? To some people 
no child is per se boisterous or disagree- 
able. It becomes so only by an abnormal 
development of natural traits that are 
admirable and lovable, because proper 
and Others there are who 
consider all children boisterous and dis- 
agreeable, and hold in reverence the 
memory of ‘the good King Herop” be- 
cause of his service to humanity in elim- 
inating superfluous infants. It all de- 
pends upon the point of view. The im- 
possibility of establishing the character 
and habits of a particular child would 
seem to leave the owners and agents of 
Chicago apartments unduly vulnerable 
to amercement in damages, in addition 
to suits brought by guardians ‘“ pendente 
lite,”’ if they reject applicants and rely 


upon their ability to prove the propriety 
of such rejection.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





——A correspondent of Harper’s Weekly, 
writing from somewhere out in darkest In- 
diana, declares, as the result of observa- 
ticns made during thirty years of associa- 
tion with school and library work, that 
“the children who devote their early years 
to useful studies are the men and women 
who are filling useful and honored places 
in life, while those who read fairy tales 
are still expecting the impossible.’’ And, in 
further explanation: ‘‘ Take a bright, im- 
aginative child, feed it up on fairy lore, 
and you produce an abnormal condition of 
the brain. Give the child plain history, 
practical facts, geographical studies, the 
multiplication table, and you safeguard the 
young mind, and open to it possibilities of 
usefulness."’ Well, perhaps, but among the 
possibilities which it is not altogether crim- 
inal to open to the ‘‘ young mind” is that 
of present happiness, and present happi- 
ness, fortunately, is, for the child, not the 
narrowest or most difficult path to future 
usefulness for itself and others. The 
amount of belief, and the kind of belief, 
that children give to fairy stories cannot be 
very easily or closely defined, but its harmful 
effects upon them are much more apparent 
to elderly, but not necessarily experienced, 
members of the Gradgrind family—one 
branch of which seems to have settled in 
Indiana—than to people with still vivid 
memories of their own youthful days. 
**Plain history, practical facts, geograph- 
ical studies, and the multiplication table ”’ 
are certainly not to be despised, but be- 
tween these excellent things and fairy 
stories there is no inevitable incompati- 
bility. The childish imagination that sees, 
perhaps literally, a car or a ship in an 
overturned rocking chair, is not thereby de- 
tarred from instant and appreciative recog- 
nition of real cars and ships, while the 
opportunities for enjoyment are vastly in- 
creased by a reasonably developed talent 
for pseudo-acceptance of the unreal for, or 
‘along with, the real. 

—~In its annual estimate of what it calls 
“the Nation's drink bill,"" The American 
Grocer puts the total for 1902 at $1,369,098, - 
276. This, however, includes an expendi- 
ture of $196,533,041 for coffee, tea, and 
cocoa, leaving $1,172,565,235. for alcoholic 
beverages of all kinds and potencies. Since 
1880, it says, the use of alcoholic beverages 
has nearly doubled, having increased from 
10.09 gallons per capita to 19.48 gallons, a 
gain of over 93 per cent. The use of the 
milder stimulants has not grown so fast, 
that of coffee rising from 8.78 pounds per 
capita to 13.37 pounds, a little over 52 per 
cent., while tea dropped from 1.39 pounds 
to 0.94 pound, a decrease of nearly 48 per 
cent. The record for 1902 represents a per 
capita expenditure for stimulants of $17.33 
for the 79,003,000 inhabitants of the United 
States, or 4.7 cents per day. The users of 
alcoholic stimulants are estimated to form 
one-fourth. the total population, on which 
basis the per capita cost of alcoholic bever- 
ages is $69.32, or 19 cents per day. If these 
figures are correct—and common observa- 
tion seems to show that there is something 
wrong with them—the increase they present 
over those for preceding years must be 
due to the greater number of people who 
now drink a little. Certainly it does not come 
from an extension of excessive indulgence, 
which, as a matter of fact, shows a marked 
tendency toward disappearance. And, so 
far as quantity goes, the people of the 
United States still drink more of coffee 
than of anything else, with beer a close 
second, tea a remote third, and spirits and 
wine fourth on the list, and a good way 
behind tea. The American Grocer concludes 
from its computations that “ the American 
people are temperate in the use of stimu- 
lants, and that they are not increasing 
their use of such as tend to debase man- 
hood, increase our taxes, promote pauper- 
ism, or stimulate crime.” 





——As a rule, wild animals show what 
seems like hatred, sudden and savage, for 
wounded companions of their own kind, and 
treat them with murderous severity. This, 
of course, is between adults, the protection 
of their young by parents, and especially 
by mothers, being a frequent exception to 
the common custom. The Chicago Journal, 
however, prints a story which hints, though 
it hardly proves, that wild geese will give 
aid to the injured until its uselessness is 
evident. The authority is a resident of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, and the observers were 4 
party of hunters out after water fowl in the 
Sciota Valley. They saw a large flock of 
geese circling round, seeking a landing. 
The sharp report of a rifle scared the flock, 
and it again moved northward, flying, as 
usual, in the shape of the letter ‘‘V’’—nearly 
a thousand feet above the earth. Suddenly 
the line was broken and the birds in it 
gathered around the leader. They seemed 
to be supporting and carrying him for 
over a mile, when suddenly they let the 
burden drop. On examination by the hun- 
ters it was found that the goose had been 
shot through the neck and had bled to 
death in midair. The flock resumed its 
flight northward, and soon disappeared 
from sight. This is a pretty big story, 
and, with geese moving rapidly at the eleva- 
tion stated, it would require extremely good 
eyes to warrant more than a guess as to 
whether they were attacking or support- 
ing their wounded leader. Wild geese, 
however, are among the wisest of birds, 
despite the reputation of their domesti- 
eated relatives, and, perhaps, with their 
wisdom they have developed an intelligent 
altruism.

Revision Brings Porto Rican and Philip-

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The revision 


more are brought in. 

The only large groups of positions which 
will not hereafter be subject to the com- 
petitive system of examinations are the 
Diplomatic and Consular Services, the gov- 
ernment of the District of Columbia, em- 
ployes of Post Offices not having free de- 
livery, and fourth class Postmasters. 

The number of places which may be 
filled without examination is not only re- 
duced, but even those places which are in 
the excepted list may only be filled without 
examination when the conditions of good 
administration at the time require compe- 
tition to be waived, while certain positions 
are specified in the schedule of excepted 
places; the appointing officer is to decide 
in each case, on the occurrence of a va- 
cancy in an excepted position, whether it 
shall then be filled by competitive or non- 


competitive examination or without exam- 
ination. 

The new rules bring the Porto Rican and 
Philippine civil service into line with the 
home Soparsanente, and also admit citizens 
of the dependencies to examinations for 
service in the United States. Persons in 
competitive positions in the Philippine serv- 
ice who have served three years may be 
transferred to the service in this country. 
Persons dropped by a reduction of force 
specifically required by law could formerly 
be reinstated without regard to the time 
limit of one year. This is no longer per- 
mitted, and such persons will hereafter be 
eligible for reinstatement only for one year 
following their separation from the service. 

The matter of temporary appointments is 
simplified. Whenever an emergency re- 
quires a vacancy to be filled a request for 
certification must first be made, and then 
the appointing officer may fill the vacancy 
by an emergency appointment. This ap- 
pointment shall not continue for more than 
thirty days without the prior approval of 
the commission, and in any case it ceases 
by limitation as soon as appointments can 
be made from the commission's register of 
eligibles. 

Explaining this change to-day, Commis- 
sioner Foulke said: ‘‘ The meaning of this 
is that if the department wants a tempor- 
ary employe for a few weeks or months we 
will furnish from our lists a person who 
lives in the neighborhood, so that it will not 
be necessary for persons to come from 
distant parts of the country to accept such 
short service, but the appointment must 
be made from our lists so far as practic- 
able, and not made as a matter of patron- 
age. The acceptance by any eligible of a 
temporary appointment is not to affect his 
standing on the register for permanent ap- 
pointment, so that he will lose nothing by 
taking the place. This applies to what are 
called temporary job employments and does 
not apply to emergency appointments which 
are made in cases where we have no lists 
of eligibles immediately available.”’ 


AMUSEMENT FOR SOLDIERS. 


Plans for an Imposing Hall for Enter- 
tainments at Fort Myer to 
Supplant Canteen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Fort Myer is 
to have another mark of the first class 
army post in the shape of a large amuse- 
ment hall. Quartermaster Gen. Ludington 
has commissioned a local firm of architects 
to make the plans for a building 68 by 172 
feet, to be I-shaped, and to contain a large 
swimming pool, a complete gymnasium, a 
running track, a bowling alley, a shooting 
gallery, billiard room, library, lecture 
room, café, a good-sized stage for theatri- 
cals and other literary exercises. 

The building will be used for the regular 
religious exercises Sundays and will be 
managed so as to contribute as much as 
possible to the entertainment and im- 
provement of the men stationed at the post. 

The café will dispense what are known 
as soft drinks, and the usual foods kept 
at such a place. The building is to cost 
$125,000, and the aim is to provide a means 
of intellectual and moral improvement 
which will, as far as possible, take the 
place of the old-time canteen and keep the 
men from desiring to resort to the grog- 
geries that beset the roadways to every 
army post. 

Congress a year ago appropriated $500,000 
to be used at various army posts to build 
similar buildings which should in a meas- 
ure take the place of the canteen. One- 
fourth of the amount has been apportioned 
to Fort Myer. No other post will get over 
$40,000. 


USE OF NATIONAL SHIELD. 


Emblem Must Not Be Employed by Ad- 
vertisers as a Trademark.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The decision 
made a year ago that the United States 
flag or the portrait of the President or any 
of his family could not be used in a trade- 
mark recorded at the Patent Office has 
been followed up by another prohibition 
which may not be so well received. 

The producers of a new blend of wine re- 
cently tried to get a trademark registered 
in which the artist had made use of the 
shield or National emblem common in the 
coat of arms of the United States. On 
this shield appear the Stars and Stripes in 
red, white, and blue, The examiner of 


trademarks ruled that this use of the Na- 
tional colors came properly under the pro- 
hibition applicable to the use of the design 
of the flag. 

To-day the Commissioner of Patents af- 
firmed the ruling, and the prohibition 
stands hereafter against the use of the 
National shield in trademarks. The Com- 
missioner holds that the introduction of the 
National colors 
against public policy, cheapening the em- 
blem in the eyes of the sere’. and taking 
from it its patriotic significance and sanc- 
tity. 


NO NAVAL VISIT TO GERMANY. 


North Atlantic Squadron Not to Go Fur- 
ther Eastward Than the Azores. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Navy 
Department to-day made public a state- 
ment to the effect that the North Atlantic 
squadron would not visit Germany this 
Summer, as has been suggested in some 
quarters. When the Summer manoeuvres 
were projected the principal feature framed 
by the General Board was a long distance 
cruise in fleet formation. The board se- 
lected the stretch of water between Chesa- 
peake Capes and the Azores for the run, 
and it was suggested that if the ships ar- 
rived at the Azores in good condition and 
with sufficient coal supplies, the voyage 
might be continued as far as Lisbon. How- 
ever, it was finally decided to limit the 
voyage to the Azores. 

When the report got abroad that the 
great squadron was gotng te Europe, Baron 
Sternburg, the German Minister, called at 
the White House and extended to the Presi- 
dent a personal invitation from Emperor 
William to have the fleet visit Germany. 

Now on account of the change of plan 
the President has been obliged to decline 
the Emperor's cordial invitation in behalf 
of the feet, also conveying the informa- 
tion for the benefit of other European na- 
tions which might be interested in the 
fleet's movements, that the North Atlantic 
squadron will not touch at any point on the 
mainland of Europe. 


German Warship in American Waters. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Commander 
Erwin Schaeder, Naval Attaché of the

By direction of the President, Brig. Gen. Leone 
ard Wood, United States Army, having filed the 
report which completes his services as Military 
Governor of Cuba and as commander of the mili- 
tary forces stationed in that island, from Decem- 
ber, 1898, to the close of occupation, is relieved 
from duty in connection‘ with the affairs of the 
former military government of Cuba. 

The administration of Gen. Wood, both as 
military commander of the division and depart- 
ment of Cuba and as military Governor, was 
highly creditable. The civil Government was 
managed with an eye single to the benefit of 
the Cuban people under the supervision and cone 
trol of the military Governor. The Cuban people 
themselves had an opportunity to carry on their 
own Government to a constantly increasing de- 
gree, so that when Cuba assumed her independ. 
ence she started with the best possible chance of 
success. 

Out of an utter prostrate colony a free repub« 
lic was built up. The new nation started under 
more favorable conditions than has ever been 
the case in any single instance among her fellow 
Spanish-American republics. This record stands 
alone in history, and the benefit conferred there- 
by upon the people of Cuba was no greater than 
the honor conferred upon the people of the United 
States. 

The War Department, by direction of the Presi- 
dent, thanks Gen. Wood and the officials, civil 
and military, serving under him, upon the come 
pletion of a work so difficult, so important, and 
so well done, 

En route to the Far East, Gen. Wood will 
visit Egypt, Singapore, the Straits Settle- 
ment, Batavia, Java, and possibly other 
points, under direction from the War Dee 
partment, where observations will be made 
as to the methods of other powers in the 
employment of native forces in their eco- 
lonial possessions, especially with refer- 
ence to the manner and extent of the wtil- 
ization of natives as separate organizations 
and in conjunction with the regulars. 

Gen. Wood will make a report to the de- 
pextenent upon his arrival at his post in the 

*hilippines. This report will be of special 
interest to the department in view of the 
fact that the department is endeavoring to 
determine how best to employ native forces 
in the Philippines—whether to maintain 
the native scouts as now organized and 
the constabulary separately or to merge 
them under some new arrangement. 


POSTAL DEPARTMENT SCANDAL 


Friction Among Factions Calls for Res- 
ignation of Heads of Divisions.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—There is cone 
siderable friction among the several divi- 
sions of the Post Office Department which 
May require a number of changes to be 
made among the higher officials before the 
consequent demoralization shall be re- 
moved. In the Law Department a scandal 
is threatened in connection with the rulings 


on the get-rich-quick schemes, and while 
the, head of the division, Judge Tyner, is 
not suspected of any Knowledge of irr - 


larities or wrongdoing, it is probable his 
retirement will be announced shortly. 
Judge Tyner is physically unable to at- 


tend to the duties of his office, and has not 
been at his desk for several months. The 
alleged irregularities are said to have oc- 
curred during his absence. An investiga- 
tion is in progress, but it is probable the 
President will feel called upon to urge the 
Postmaster General to put an active man 
in Judge Tyner’s position before the inves- 
tigation is completed. 

The resignation of George W. Beavers, 
General Superintendent of the Division of 
Salaries and Supplies, was not a surprise 
to those who are acquainted with the bick- 
erings and jealousies that prevail through- 
out the departments of the several 8° 
sistant Postmasters General. 

It is announced that Mr. Beavers re- 
signed to accept a position in New York at 
a much higher salary than he now receives, 
which is doubtless the fact. But there tis 
reason to believe that his determination to 
leave the postal service, in which he has 
been for a period of twenty-two years, is 
largely attributable to the factional feel- 
ing that is keeping matters stirred up in 
the department. 

The chief complaint made against the 
management of the department is that it is 
practically run by a clique which is more 
powerful than the Postmaster: General, or 
even the President. Instances are given in 
which the Postmaster General has actually 
given orders which have been countermande 
ed by the influence of the controlling fac- 
tion. The secret of their power is their 
strong influence in Congress. i 

Acting Postmaster General Wynne ap- 
pears to be determined to end their domf- 
nation in the department, and peers in a 
position to know say that they expect 
wholesale resignations. ‘‘ He will either re- 
sign or be removed,” is the language ered- 
ited to a prominent member of the element 
opposed to the alleged clique, and he re- 
ferred to a very important member of It. 

The President has been consulted, and @ 
high official of the department said to- 
day: ‘‘ We are going to the bottom of this 
matter, by express direction of the a 
istration. That branch of the Post fice 
Department is to be cleaned, Its methods 
must be honest.” 

From all that can be learned no definite 
plans have yet been laid for the reorganiza- 
tion of Mr. Beaver's division, but apparent- 
ly that subject is to be taken up zealously.

Elevated Employes’ Grievance Commit: 
teeman Says No Strike Is Thought 
of So Far. 


Another conference took place yesterday 
afternoon between Vice President Skitt of 
the Manhattan Railway Company and the 
Grievance Committee of the new organiza- 
tion of elevated railroad employes in Mr. 
Skitt’s office, 195 Broadway, over the de- 
mands made on behalf of the employes. 
It was stated that General Manager E. P.

the Interborough Rapid Transit Company, 
which will operate the elevated roads on 
and after April 1, were at the conference 
but took no active part in it. ; 

When the committee came out there was 
an expression of doubt on the faces of its 
members. Chairman Pepper of the com- 
mittee, who acted as spokesman, said: 

‘Matters are just in the state we left 
them in the last conference. We were re- 
ceived cordially, and had a general discus- 
sion over the demands. Some ropositions 
were made which will be acted on by our 
Executive Committee to-night, and the de- 
cision of the committee will be submitted 
to a meeting of the men. Another confer- 
ence may take place Friday. 

“No strike is thought of so far. The 
Executive Committee could not order a 
strike. It would require a meeting of the 
union to do so. 

It was learned that W. D. Mahon, Presi- 
dent of the International Association of 
Street Railway Employes, who assisted in 
organizing the Manhattan Railway em- 
ployes’ Union, was very much averse to 
the men making any demands until the In- 
terborough Company takes charge on April 
1. The men, however, could not be re- 
strained. Vice President Skitt of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company refused to talk 
after the conference. 

Superintendent Hedley of the Interbor- 
ough Company declined when seen later to 
say whether or not the new schedule which 
has been issued to go into effect on April 
1 was issued by his company or the Man- 
hattan Railway Company. 

A number of the men are ready to strike, 
but the feeling appeared to be that eventu- 
ally some concessions might be won from 
the company without stri g. Every mem- 
ber of the unton who was seen yesterday 
evening appeared worried and anxious over 
the situation.

IN THE SHOPS. 


Among the most delightful of the new 
Paris gowns in an up-town exhibition is 
one of dotted net and lace of pale-blue 
combined with black.

The 
lower edge of the black lace, which is the 
edge of the skirt, is finished with a straight 
line of round, black velvet dots applied, 
and in the intervals between the scallo oped 
edge of the lace, running up on the black 
net, are more of the black dots, graduating 
in size, in small pyramids, giving a little 
weight to the lower edge of the skirt, 
which is effective.

There is a girdle a blue silk made in 
soft folds, with short ends in the back and 
a couple of ends of black cords, with half 
a dozen cones of black jet pendant from 
them.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Dr. Robert Safford Newton. 

Robert Safford Newton, M. D., who was 
eminent as a neurologist and alienist, died 
at 1:20 A. M. yesterday in his home at 19 
East Forty-fourth Street of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. Dr. Newton had been ailing 
during the Winter, but he practiced his pro- 
fession and saw a patient on Saturday. 
That day, he became seriously ill, and he 
failed rapidly. He was attended by Dr. 
Whitmore Steele and other physicians. With 
him when he died were his nearest surviv- 
ing relatives, his sisters, Mrs. Finck, 
Mrs. W. C. Potter, and Mrs. W. Dornin, 
who lived with him. Funeral Sth a will 
be held at his late home to-morrow after- 
noon. Interment will be at Greenwood 
Cemetocry on Saturday. 

Dr. Newton, who was never married, was 
born in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1858. His fath- 


er, of the same name, was a physician. He 
founded the Newton Clinic at Cincinnati 
and the Eclectic Medical College in this 
city. His son attended the Free Academy 
here, was graduated at the University of 
the State of New York in 1876, and studied 
at the Eclectic Medical College and the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons here 
and at Cincinnati, before going abroad, for 
several years. In Europe he studied and 

racticed in Paris, Vienna, London, and 

Zerlin. He was under the famous throat 
specialist, the late Sir Morell Mackenzie, by 
whom he was greatly esteemed, and other 
famous men, and when he returned to New 
York he had enough certificates of merit, 
appointment papers, and indorsements to 
partly cover the walls of his office. He re- 
ceived the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
from the University of the State of New 
York on March 31, 1892. 

Dr. Newton was a member of many Amer- 
ican and foreign societies, among them 
the County Medical Society, the Neurologic- 
al Society, and the Society of Medical Juris- 
prudence, and was attending physician at 
St. Mary’s ee Brooklyn, and at the 
Presbyterian Hospital, of which he was 
appointed class head in diseases of the 
nervous system. Dr. Newton often fig- 
ured as an expert witness at criminal trials. 
He was the State's witness in several im- 
portant cases, including those of Mrs. 
Fleming, accused of poisoning her step- 
mother, Mrs. Bliss, and A. T. Patrick, con- 
victed of killing Mr. Rice. 


Chief Engineer A. W. Morley. 
Chief Engineer A. W. Morley, United 
States Navy, died on Tuesday in his home, 
at 668 Greene Avenue, Brooklyn. He was 
born in Hartford, Conn., and he entered 
the navy at the beginning of the civil war. 
He participated in the blockade and en- 


gagements of the West Gulf and South 

Adlantic squadrons, and at the close of the 
war he had reached the grade of First 
Assistant Engineer. He was promoted to 
be Chief Engineer in 1882 and was assigned 
to duty with the Naval Advisory Board, 
upon whose recommendations the reorgan- 
ization of the navy was begun. In 1 he 








| was selected as Inspector of machinery for 


the battleship Maine, then under construc- 
tion, and he was detailed as Chief Engineer 
when the ship was commissioned. He was 
retired in 1896, and afterward he went to 
Brooklyn to reside.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The area of high 
pressure that occupies the Ohio Valley to-night 
continues to dominate the weather east of the 
Rocky Mountains, A second high pressure over- 
liss Assiniboia, and a slight disturbance is cen- 
tral in Southern Colorado, while pressure contin- 
ues low over the plateau region.

Markets of small proportions and de- 
efining tone are not stimulating subjects 
of comment. Such a market was yester- 
day’s. Consolidated Gas was solitary in 
its advance of a full point, but there 
were several declines of a point and 
many of substantial fractions. The cop- 
per stocks were weakest, in sympathy 
with movements in the metal market, 
testifying clearly enough to the artifi- 


cial character of the recent advance. | 


London was shrewd as well as correct 
when it forecast what would follow 
the spreading of a blanket over the 
facts about the statistical position in the 
industry. A fifth of the day’s total busi- 
mess was done in copper stocks alone. 
Pennsylvania also was active and weak, 
as it could scarcely help being upon the 
announcement of 830,000 new shares, re- 
quiring the finding of $100,000,000 in 
a@ market which can scarcely take care 
of the existing issues. In the six months 
ending with the beginning of March new 
capitalization has been authorized to the 
total of a billion in stocks and a half 
billion in bonds. In markets like this such 
offerings are closely examined and strin- 
gent discrimination is exercised. Penn- 
sylvania will be favored where others in 
its company will be disappointed. Nor is 
it necessary to infer much in the money 
market, with the payments in three in- 
stallments running for the last into next 
year. The London market is surfeited 
with even consols, and our market is sur- 
feited even with Pennsylvania. It is no 
longer a question of the quality of the 
viands nor of the digestion of the mar- 
ket. It is a question now rather of the 
capacity of the eater, whose appetite and 
digestion are as good as ever, if only a 
little more time were allowed between 
meals. 

Among the incidents of the day was a 
shipment of gold to Argentina. No de- 
tails were given, but it may be assumed 
to have been, like its predecessor a short 
time ago, upon account of the only pres- 
ent buyer of gold at a premium—Eng- 
land. The Bank of England's bullion has 
lately increased for the sufficient rea- 
son that it is willing—or rather under the 
necessity—to pay about a penny an 
ounce more than the market price. Upon 
those terms there is no reason why we 
should not send gold anywhere upon 
anybody’s order, debiting it to their ac- 
count and crediting our exports. Such 
gold exports are a profit, not a loss, 
however inconvenient at a time of mea- 
gre reserves which show a tendency 
rather to shrink than to grow. The Sub- 
Treasury continues to gain, both in pay- 
ments to it directly and in credits at 
the Clearing Housé. The warning about 
the surplus reserve was too clear to be 
offset by rather favorable items about 
pending labor troubles and engagements 
of grain for export. It is plain that due 
weight will not be given to good news 
until the monetary situation is clearer, 
and conversely that undue weight is now 
given to bad news. Ordinarily such times 
are happy hunting seasons for bargain 
seekers, but in this case beyond the 
Spring relaxation which many hope for 


lies the probability that the present 
financial dead-lock will return in per- 
haps worse form this Autumn. When it 


is doubtfully a time to buy it is certainly 
not a time for any but the rashest to 
speculate either for the rise or fall.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Business on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day was somewhat more active than on the 
day previous, but again it was at the ex- 
pense of values, for, like Tuesday's market 
yesterday's was weak from beginning to 
jend. Indeed, the markets of the two days 
jwere in many respects identical, heaviness 
{showing in the early trading, then slug- 
;gishness, and, finally, in the last hour 
; pronounced weakness under the lead, not of 
| Union Pacific as on Tuesday, but of St. 


‘Paul and Pennsylvania. The late selling 
,on both days seemed to be largely for pro- 
fessional account, but in each case it 
\forced some genuine liquidation and prices 
closed at practically the lowest of the day. 


Yet though yesterday's market was more 
active, trading was less diversified and al- 
|together too closely confined to be either 
‘natural or healthful. All told, but ten 
stocks were dealt in to the extent of 10,000 
| Shares or more each, with one issue—Amal- 


'gamated Copper—alone contributing more 
fran one-fifth of the entire transaction, 
with a total to its credit of over 100,000 
shares. It was such a market as tried the 
souls of the brokers and commission houses 
wha onmulain that they are doing little or 
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no business, for in it the public played so 
infinitesimal a part. that it is scarcely 
worth noticing. Professionals had the floor, 
and they made the most out of it. 


From the viewpoint of the Street there 
were two distinctly disturbing develop- 
ments; the break of over 3 points in Cop- 
per Trust stock and the announcement of 
the issue by Pennsylvania of $83,000,000 
new stock, to be allotted to shareholders at 
120. The former was disturbing because it 
suggested that the manipulation in the 
stock had been resumed on the down side; 
while the Pennsylvania stock issue was re- 
garded as unfavorable because involving 
the tying up of some $100,000,000 and tend- 

J ing to the further congestion of an already 
congested security market. Beyond these, 
there were as disturbing factors the early 

| decline in consols in the London market, 
(later recovered;) the continuing loss by 
the banks to the Sub-Treasury, and the 
shipment of $500,000 in gold to South 
America. On the side of helpful develoep- 
ments the large cotton export engagement 
for the day, amounting to 19,620 bales, and 
some very favorable statements of railway 
earnings, were the most important. 


That the Street did not view the Pennsy!- 
vania stock increase in a favorable light is 
shown by the action of the stock, which 
sold off over 2 points from the high of the 
day and closed at the lowest figure. The 
remarkable part of the matter is that the 
intention of the management to issue the 


stock had been known for some weeks, | 


yet the announcemenf”Seemed to take the 
Street by surprise. The terms, too, were 


considered favorable—both in respect,fo the j 


price at which the stock is offeréd and_as 
to the manner and time of payment. The 
“rights attending the issue are estimat- 
ed to be worth from 5% to 6 per cent. The 
ss seling yesterday came largely, as 
as recent selling, from houses with Phila- 
delphia connections. The argument of 
these sellers was that, however necessary 
the issue is, it comes at an unfortunate 
time, and can scarcely fail to disturb the 
money market, 


The action of Copper Trust stock bore 
out in striking manner the opinion recently 
formed in well-informed quarters that in- 
siders having made a good ‘‘turn”’ on the 
long side from 53 to 75—having, to help 
them in the campaign, artificially and arbi- 
trarily advanced the price of the metal to 
above 15 cents, by withholding supplies— 
are now engaged in, to them, the not un- 
familiar device of forcing the stock down, 
leaving late buyers to get out as best they 
may. It can only be said that in the finan- 
cial district little sympathy will be wasted 
on those people who have blindly followed 
these insiders. The shameful juggling of 
the stock by these insiders when they 
broke it from 130 to near to 50 (after hav- 
ing openly advised everybody to buy it at 
the top) is still so fresh in the public 
mind that any one who has attempted to 
follow them, either up or down, must have 
done so with full knowledge of the risk 
involved. When Amalgamated yesterday 


was breaking 314 points Anaconda broke 5. 





While it cannot be said with certainty 
that the selling of St. Paul came from in- 
terests who are prominent not alone in 
that property but in Copper Trust as well, 
there were cumulative evidences that some 
of the sales at least came from these quar- 


ters. Within the past week, it will be re- 
called, gratuitous information has come 
from various sources that Standard. Oil 


people have been very bullish on St. Paul. 
This, apparently, was designed to aid in the 
disposal of some of the stock, for it now 
seems as if the information and the stock 
had been coming out at one and the same 
time. The Street has about abandoned all 
hopes of any “rights” on St. Paul. 


According to some people in the Street, 
Union Pacific has been ‘sold to a stand- 
still”? by the Keene people, and hence the 
tendency of the issue to rally yesterday. 
It looked as if the weakness in the general 
market had been taken advantage of to 
cover some Union Pacific. - In Southern 
Pacific there was little activity and less 
interest. The speculative element is disin- 
clined to touch the stock on either side. 


The Rock Island interests yesterday put 
out a semi-official disclaimer of the report 
that they are borrowing heavily at present 
in order to finance their numerous deals. 
The common stock, notwithstanding, con- 
tinued under pressure all day. 


Pool selling continued in evidence in 
many of the lately manipulated issues—to 


the further hurt, financially, of the pool 
members.

nominal. The operators there were report- 
ed busy with their own market.

IRON AND METAL TRADES, 


Discussing the condition of the iron and 
metal trades The Iron Age will to-day say: 


There have been few events during the pust 
week to indicate any tendency toward change 
in the iron markets. Reports from Cleveland 
indicate that thus far quite a large tonnage of 
lake ore has been sold. The early opening of 
navigation is a point in favor of ore shippers, 
the rates for this season's water transportation 
being still under negotiation. 

In the East the movement in basic, low phos- 
phorus, and Bessemer pig has virtually closed, 
buyers being covered. In the Chicago district a 
good deal of tonnage of basic pig is under nego- 
tiation, buyers and sellers being about 50 cents 
a ton apart, however. In the Pittsburg district 
the leading interests have put aside entirely 
for the present the question of purchasing Bes- 
semer pig for delivery during the second half. 

A little more interest is being shown in the 
foundry iron markets in the Central West and 
West, but Duyers are still acting very cautiously 
about committing themselves for the second half, 
with the exception of the large interests directly 
connected with the manufacture of rolling stock. 

The steel market has been quiet lately, with 
foreign makers still firm. Reports from abroad 
insist that the home markets show greater confi- 
dence and increased activity. 

Favorable reports come from practically all 
the branches of the finished iron and steel 
trades, and the tonnage being booked is large. 
Deliveries are much better than they have been, 
but there is still some complaint of scarcity of 
raw material. 

In the Chicago district the final collapse of 
the efforts to bring about a consolidation of the 
independent bar mills has led to sharper competi- 
tion and a lower range of values on bar ifon. 
In the merchant steel market some contracting 
for the season beginning July 1, 1903, has been 
done by agricultural implement makers, and a 
lively movement may follow. 

The sheet trade is active, and there fs con- 
tinued talk of the chance of an early official 
announcement of an. advance in prices. The 
movement to’ consolidate the independent sheet 
mills is actively proceeding. 

In the Eastern plate trade prices are now be- 
ing made which are closer to the official Pitts- 
burg basis. 

The leading interest in the tin-plate trade is 
offering to book orders at present prices for de- 
livery up to July 31.

ANOTHER DROP IN CONSOLS. | 


They Fall to 90—British Government 
May Buy Its Own Securities. 


LONDON, March 26.—The chief feature 
of the transactions on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday was the continued selling of con- 
sols, which showed a further si-arp fall. 
During the morning consols fell to 90, and 
even a shade below that figure. There was 
practically no home support, but the Con- 
tinent kept buying small lots. 

The possibility of consols being in the 
eighties has created consternation, not only 
amohg speculators and investors, but 
among the great banking interests, which 
for years have written down their ¢Jnsol 
holdings at 90, though the marketg price 
was considerably above par, 90 being con- 
sidered the lowest possible price the se- 
curity was likely to go to. 

Should consols go down to and remain 
below 90, every British bank will be obliged 
to reorganize its reserve and get out new 


balances upon a fresh basis. Such a se- 
rious contingency, however, is scarcely be- 
lieved possible. 

A report is current that the Government 
may step in as a buyer of its own securi- 
ties, which would immediately restore the 
national credit. But it is not expected that 
the stringency in the money market will be 
alleviated, for if the Bank of England eases 
its conditions, the Continent, which is a big 
lender, will withdraw loans in order to get 
more favorable terms elsewhere. 

There was some slight American buying 
of consols to-day in the belief that rock 
bottom had been reached. One purchase of 
£15,000 worth of consols for an Anglo- 
American firm caused a temporary rise of 
one-eighth, which, however, was soon oblit- 
erated by investors’ selling. 





Foreign bankers in this city said yester- 
day that the drop in consols was not due to 
American selling.. They stated that on the 
decline recently there had really been some 
American buying. 

A very large part of the allotment which 
fell to American subscribers at the time of 
the last issue, which was made at 9314, was 
sold months ago when consols rose to 96. 
The balance now held in London for Amer- 
ican account is said to be so small that its 
sale would not be enough to affect. the 
price. The holders of the bonds that have 
not been sold are disinclined to let them go 
at the present prices. 


NEW EXCHANGE OPENING. 


Stock Brokers to Make a Holiday of 
April 22, the First Day. 


The opening of the new building of the 
New York Stock Exchange will take place 
on Wednesday, April 22, at 11 A. M. This 
day has been set aside as a holiday, and 
the new building will not be opened for 
business until April 23. The opening will 
not, it is understood, be marked with any 
great festivities beyond a general cere- 
mony with speeches and addresses. What 
the exact nature of the exercises will be 
has not, however, been decided as yet. 

There was considerable wee among 
the members when it was officially an- 
nounced that a date had finally been set- 
tled for the return to the old location. The 
Exchange has now been in a temporary 
home for two years, and, although the 
quarters were sufficient, they were not as 
comfortable as the new building will be, 
where nearly every known device has been 
used which would aid in the transaction of 
-tusiness.
